i  160  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ar- 
ticle : 

1  "  The  Education  Department "  means 
the  Education  Department  of  the  State 
of  New  York,  as  provided  for  by  the  Edu- 
cation Law. 

2  "  University 99  means  University  of  the  «' 
State  of  New  York. 

3  "  Regents 99  means  Board  of  Regents 
of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

4  "  Board  99  means  the  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

5  *  Medical  examiner  99  means  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  of 
the  State  of  New  York. 

6  "  Medical  school 99  means  any  medical 
school,  college,  or  department  of  a  uni- 
versity, registered  by  the  Regents  as 
maintaining  a  proper  medical  standard 
and  as  legally  incorporated. 

7  The  practice  of  medicine  is  defined 
as  follows:  A  person  practises  medicine 
within  the  meaning  of  this  article,  except 
as  hereinafter  stated,  who  holds  himself 
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out  as  being  able  to  diagnose,  treat, 
operate,  or  prescribe  for  any  human 
disease,  pain,  injury,  deformity  or  physi- 
cal condition,  and  who  shall  either  offer 
or  undertake,  by  any  means  or  method, 
to  diagnose,  treat,  operate,  or  prescribe 
for  any  human  disease,  pain,  injury,  de- 
formity or  physical  condition. 

8  "Physician"  means  a  practitioner  of 
medicine. 

§  161  Qualifications.  No  person  shall 
practise  medicine,  unless  registered  and 
legally  authorized  prior  to  September  I, 
1891,  or  unless  licensed  by  the  Regents 
and  registered  under  article  8  of  chapter 
661  of  the  Laws  of  1893  and  acts  amenda- 

i  tory  thereto,  or  unless  licensed  by  the 
Regents  and  registered  as  required  by  this 
article;  nor  shall  any  person  practise  under 
this  article  who  has  ever  been  convicted  of 

!  a  felony  by  any  court,  or  whose  authority 
to  practise  is  suspended  or  revoked  by  the 
Regents  on  recommendation  of  the  State 
board.  The  conviction  of  a  felony  shall 
include  the  conviction  of  any  offense  which 
if  committed  within  the  State  of  New 
York  would  constitute  a  felony  under  the 
laws  thereof.  If  a  person  convicted  of  a 
felony  is  subsequently  pardoned  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State  where  such  convic- 
tion was  had,  or  by  the  President  of  the 
United^  States,  the  Regents  may,  in  their 
discretion,  on  application  of  such  person, 
and  on  the  submission  to  them  of  satis- 
factory evidence,  restore  to  such  person 
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the  right  to  practise  medicine  in  this  State, 
unless  such  conviction  has  been  for  mis- 
conduct in  his  professional  capacity. 

§  162  The  State  Board  of  Medical; 
Examiners.  The  State  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  is  continued.  The  members  of 
said  board  now  in  office  shall  continue  in! 
office  until  the  expiration  of  their  respec- 
tive terms.  Said  boards  shall  consist  of 
nine  members  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Regents  and  who  shall  hold  office  for1 
three  years  from  August  1st  of  the  year 
in  which  appointed.  The  Regents  shall; 
annually  appoint  three  members  to  fill  the, 
vacancies  caused  by  expiration  of  term  of : 
office,  and  may  at  any  time  fill  vacancies 
on  the  board  caused  by  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  from  office.  No  person  shall 
be  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners  who  is  not  eligible  to 
receive  a  license  to  practise  from  the  j 
Regents  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  article  or  of  chapter  661  of  the 
Laws  of  1893  and  acts  amendatory  thereof 
and  who  has  not  been  in  practice  in  this 
State  for  at  least  five  years  prior  to  date 
of  appointment.  The  Regents  may  remove 
any  member  of  the  board  of  examiners  for 
misconduct,  incapacity  or  neglect  of  duty. 
The  Regents  shall  appoint  a  secretary  to 
the  board  of  examiners,  who  shall  not  be 
a  member  of  the  board,  and  who  shall  hold 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Regents 
and  who  shall  receive  an  annual  compen- 
sation of  $4000,  payable  from  the  fees  re- 
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ceived  under  this  article.  The  secretary 
shall  be  a  duly  licensed  physician. 

§  163  Certificate  of  appointment;  oath; 
powers.  Every  medical  examiner  shall 
receive  a  certificate  of  appointment  from 
the  Regents  and  before  beginning  his 
term  of  office  shall  file  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  the  constitutional  oath  of  office. 
The  board,  or  any  committee  thereof, 
may  employ  counsel,  shall  have  the 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses, and  may  take  testimony  and 
proofs  concerning  all  matters  within  its 
jurisdiction.  The  board  may,  subject  to 
the  Regents'  approval,  make  all  by-laws 
and  rules  not  inconsistent  with  law 
needed  in  performing  its  duty;  but  no 
by-law  or  rule  by  which  more  than  a 
majority  vote  is  required  for  any  speci- 
fied action  by  the  board  shall  be  amended, 
suspended  or  repealed  by  a  smaller  vote 
than  that  required  for  action  thereunder. 

§  164  Expenses.  The  fees  derived  from 
the  operation  of  this  article  shall  be  paid 
into  the  State  treasury,  and  the  Legis- 
lature shall  annually  appropriate  there- 
from for  the  Education  Department  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  all  proper  ex- 
penses incurred  pursuant  to  this  article. 

§  165  Officers;  meetings;  quorum; 
committees.  The  board  shall  annually 
elect  from  its  members  a  president  and  a 
vice  president  for  the  academic  year,  and 
shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  each 
year  pursuant  to  call  of  the  Regents. 
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At  any  meeting  a  majority  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum;  but  questions  prepared 
by  the  board  may  be  grouped  and 
edited,  or  answer  papers  of  candidates 
may  be  examined  and  marked  by  com- 
mittees duly  authorized  by  the  board 
and  approved  by  the  Regents. 

§  166  Admission  to  examination.  The 
Regents  shall  admit  to  examination  any 
candidate  who  pays  a  fee  of  $25  and 
submits  evidence,  verified  by  oath,  and 
satisfactory  to  the  Regents,  that  he 

1  Is  more  than  21  years  of  age. 

2  Is  of  good  moral  character 

3  Had  prior  to  beginning  the  first  year 
of  medical  study  the  general  education 
required  by  the  rules  of  the  Regents  pre-' 
liminary  to  receiving  the  degree  of  bachelor 
or  doctor  of  medicine  in  this  State. 

4  Has  studied  medicine  not  less  than 
four  school  years,  including  four  satis- 
factory courses  of  at  least  seven  months 
each,  in  four  different  calendar  years  in 
a  medical  school  registered  as  maintain- 
ing at  the  time  a  standard  satisfactory 
to  the  Regents.  New  York  medical 
schools  and  New  York  medical  students 
shall  not  be  discriminated  against  by 
the  registration  of  any  medical  school 
out  of  the  State  whose  minimum  grad- 
uation standard  is  less  than  that  fixed  by 
statutes  for  New  York  medical  schools. 
The  Regents  may,  in  their  discretion, 
accept  as  the  equivalent  for  any  part  of 
the  third   and   fourth   requirement,  evi- 
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dence  of  five  or  more  years'  reputable 
practice,  provided  that  such  substitution 
be  specified  in  the  license,  and,  as  the 
equivalent  of  the  first  year  of  the 
fourth  requirement,  evidence  of  graduation 
from  a  registered  college  course,  pro- 
vided that  such  college  course  shall 
have  included  not  less  than  the  mini- 
mum requirements  prescribed  by  the 
Regents  for  such  admission  to  advanced 
standing.  The  Regents  may  also  in 
their  discretion  admit  conditionally  to 
the  examination  in  anatomy,  physiology, 
hygiene,  sanitation,  and  chemistry,  ap- 
plicants 19  years  of  age  certified  as  hav- 
ing studied  medicine  not  less  than  two 
years,  including  two  satisfactory  courses 
of  at  least  seven  months  each,  in  two 
different  calendar  years,  in  a  medical 
school  registered  as  maintaining  at  the 
time  a  satisfactory  standard,  provided 
that  such  applicants  meet  the  second 
and  third  requirements. 

5  Has  either  received  the  degree  of 
bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  from  some 
registered  medical  school,  or  a  diploma  or 
license  conferring  full  right  to  practise 
medicine  in  some  foreign  country  unless 
admitted  conditionally  to  the  examinations 
as  specified  above,  in  which  case  all  quali- 
fications, including  the  full  period  of  study, 
the  medical  degree  and  the  final  examina- 
tions in  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology, 
pathology,    including    bacteriology,  and 
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diagnosis  must  be  met.  The  degree  of 
bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  shall  not  be 
conferred  in  this  State  before  the  candidate 
has  filed  with  the  institution  conferring  it 
the  certificate  of  the  Regents  that  before 
beginning  the  first  annual  medical  course 
counted  toward  the  degree  he  had  earned 
a  medical  student  qualifying  certificate  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Regents, 
the  minimum  requirement  for  which,  for 
matriculates  after  January  I,  1917,  shall  be 
the  successful  completion  of  an  approved 
four-year  high  school  course  or  its  equiv- 
alent. 

6  Where  the  application  be  for  a 
license  to  practise  osteopathy,  the  appli- 
cant shall  produce  evidence  that  he  has 
studied  osteopathy  not  less  than  three 
years  including  three  satisfactory 
courses  of  not  less  than  nine  months 
each  in  three  different  calendar  years  in 
a  college  of  osteopathy  maintaining  at 
the  time  a  standard  satisfactory  to  the 
Regents.  After  1910  the  applicant  for  a 
license  to  practise  under  this  article  shall 
produce  evidence  that  he  has  studied  not 
less  than  four  years  including  four  satis- 
factory courses  of  not  less  than  seven 
months  each  in  four  different  calendar 
years  in  a  college  maintaining  at  the 
time  a  standard  satisfactory  to  the  Re- 
gents 

§  167  Questions.  The  board  shall  sub- 
mit to  the  Regents,  as  required,  lists  of 
suitable  questions  for  thorough  examination 
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in  anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene,  sanitation, 
chemistry,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology, 
pathology,  including  bacteriology,  and  di- 
agnosis. From  these  lists  the  Regents  shall 
prepare  question  papers  for  all  these  sub- 
jects, which  at  any  examination  shall  be  the 
same  for  all  candidates,  except  that  the 
examination  may  be  divided  as  provided  in 
section  166. 

§  1 68  Examinations  and  reports.  Exam- 
inations for  licenses  shall  be  given  in  at 
least  four  convenient  places  in  this 
State  and  at  least  four  times  annually, 
in  accordance  with  the  Regents  rules, 
and  shall  be  exclusively  ^  in  writing  and 
in  English.  Each  examination  shall  be 
conducted  by  a  Regents  examiner  who 
shall  not  be  one  of  the  medical  exam- 
iners. At  the  close  of  each  examination 
the  Regents  examiner  in  charge  shall 
deliver  the  question  and  answer  papers 
to  the  board  or  its  duly  authorized  com- 
mittee, who,  without  unnecessary  delay, 
shall  examine  and  mark  the  answers  and 
transmit  to  the  Regents  an  official  re- 
port, signed  by  its  president  and  secretary, 
stating  the  standing  of  each  candidate  in 
each  branch,  his  general  average  and 
whether  the  board  recommends  that  a 
license  be  granted.  Such  report  shall  in- 
clude the  questions  and  answers  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  public  records  of  the  Uni- 
versity. If  a  candidate  fails  on  first  ex- 
amination, he  may,  after  not  less  than  six 
months'  further  study,  have  a  second  ex- 
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amination  without  fee.  If  the  failure  is 
from  illness  or  other  cause  satisfactory  to 
the  Regents  they  may  waive  the  required 
six  months'  study. 

§  169  Licenses.  On  receiving  from  the 
State  board  an  official  report  that  an 
applicant  ^  has  successfully  passed  the 
examinations  and  is  recommended  for 
license,  the  Regents  shall  issue  to  him  a 
license  to  practise  according  to  the 
qualifications  of  the  applicant.  Every 
license  shall  be  issued  by  the  University 
under  seal  and  shall  be  signed  by  each 
acting  medical  examiner  and  by  the 
officer  of  the  University  who  approved 
the  credential  which  admitted  the  can- 
didate to  examination,  and  shall  state 
that  the  licensee  has  given  satisfactory 
evidence  of  fitness  as  to  age,  character, 
preliminary  and  medical  education  and 
all  other  matters  required  by  law,  and 
that  after  full  examination  he  has  been 
found  properly  qualified  to  practise. 
Applicants  examined  and  licensed  by 
other  State  examining  boards  registered 
by  the  Regents  as  maintaining  stand- 
ards not  lower  than  those  provided  by 
this  article  and  applicants  who  matricu- 
lated in  a  New  York  State  medical 
school  before  June  5,  1890,  and  who 
received  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medi- 
cine from  a  registered  medical  school 
before  August  1,  1895,  may  without  fur- 
ther examination,  on  payment  of  $25 
to  the  Regents  and  on  submitting  such 
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evidence  as  they  may  require,  receive 
from  them  an  indorsement  of  their 
licenses  or  diplomas  conferring  all 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  Regents 
license  issued  after  examination.  The 
Commissioner  of  Education  may  in  his 
discretion  on  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  indorse  a  license  or  diploma 
of  a  physician  from  another  state,  pro- 
vided the  applicant  has  met  all  the  pre- 
liminary and  professional  qualifications 
required  for  earning  a  license  on  exami- 
nation in  this  State,  has  been  in  repu- 
table practice  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
and  has  reached  a  position  of  conceded 
eminence  and  authority  in  his  pro- 
fession. Any  physician,  who  was  actually 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this 
State  prior  to  September  i,  1891,  and  who 
failed  to  register,  although  eligible  to  do 
so  at  the  time,  or  any  physician,  whose 
registration  is  not  legal  because  of  some 
error,  misunderstanding  or  unintentional 
omission,  may  on  the  unanimous  recom- 
mendation of  the  State  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  that  he  has  submitted  satis- 
factory proof  of  having  complied  with  all 
the  requirements  prescribed  by  law  at  the 
time  of  his  failure  to  register,  or  his  un- 
complete registration,  receive  from  the 
Regents  under  seal  a  certificate  of  the 
facts  which  may  be  registered  by  any 
county  clerk  and  shall  make  valid  his 
registration.  Before  any  license  is  issued 
it  shall  be  numbered  and  recorded  in  a 
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book  kept  in  the  Regents  office,  and  its 
number  shall  be  noted  in  the  license;  and 
a  photograph  of  the  licensee  filed  with  the 
records.  This  record  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  in  all  legal  proceed- 
ings shall  have  the  same  weight  as  evidence 
that  is  given  to  a  record  of  conveyance  of 
land. 

§  170  Registry;  revocation  of  license; 
annulment  of  registry.  Every  license  to 
practise  medicine  shall,  before  the  li- 
censee begins  practice  thereunder,  be 
registered  in  a  book  kept  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  county  where  such  practice 
is  to  be  carried  on,  with  name,  residence, 
place  and  date  of  birth,  and  source, 
number  and  date  of  his  license  to  prac- 
tise. Before  registering,  each  licensee 
shall  file,  to  be  kept  in  a  bound  volume  in 
a  county  clerk's  office,  an  affidavit  of 
the  above  facts,  and  also  that  he  is  the 
person  named  in  such  license,  and  had, 
before  receiving  the  same,  complied  with 
all  requirements  as  to  attendance,  terms 
and  amount  of  study  and  examinations 
required  by  law  and  the  rules  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  preliminary  to  the  conferment 
thereof ;  that  no  money  was  paid  for 
such  license,  except  the  regular  fees  paid 
by  all  applicants  therefor;  that  no  fraud, 
misrepresentation  or  mistake  in  any  ma- 
terial regard  was  employed  by  any  one 
or  occurred  in  order  that  such  license 
should  be  conferred.  Every  license,  or 
if  lost  a  copy  thereof  legally  certified  so 
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as  to  be  admissible  as  evidence,  or  a 
duly  attested  transcript  of  the  record  of 
its  conferment,  shall,  before  registering, 
be  exhibited  to  the  county  clerk,  who, 
only  in  case  it  was  issued  or  indorsed  as 
a  license  under  seal  by  the  Regents,  shall 
indorse  or  stamp  on  it  the  date  and  his 
name  preceded  by  the  words:  "Regis- 
tered as  authority  to  practise  medicine 
in  the  clerk's  office  of  .  .  .  county." 
The  clerk  shall  thereupon  give  to  every 
physician  so  registered  a  transcript  of 
the  entries  in  the  register  with  a  certifi- 
cate, under  seal  that  he  has  filed  the 
prescribed  affidavit.  The  licensee  shall 
pay  to  the  county  clerk  a  total  fee  of  $i 
for  registration,  affidavit  and  certificate. 
The  Regents  shall  have  power  at  any 
and  all  times  to  inquire  into  the  identity 
of  any  person  claiming  to  be  a  licensed 
or  registered  physician  and  after  due 
service  of  notice  in  writing,  require  him 
to  make  reasonable  proof,  satisfactory  to 
them,  that  he  is  the  person  licensed  to 
practise  medicine  under  the  license  by 
virtue  of  which  he  claims  the  privilege 
of  this  article.  When  the  Regents  find 
that  a  person  claiming  to  be  a  physician, 
licensed  under  this  act,  is  not  in  fact  the 
person  to  whom  the  license  was  issued, 
they  shall  reduce  their  findings  to  writ- 
ing and  file  them  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  said  person 
resides  or  practises  medicine.  Said  cer- 
tificate   shall   be   prima    facie  evidence 
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that  the  person  mentioned  therein  is 
falsely  impersonating  a  practitioner  or 
a  former  practitioner  of  a  like  or  differ- 
ent name.  The  Regents  may  revoke 
the  license  of  a  practitioner  of  medi- 
cine, or  annul  his  registration,  or  do 
both,  in  any  of  the  following  cases: 

a  A  practitioner  of  medicine  who  is 
guilty  of  any  fraud  or  deceit  in  his  prac- 
tice, or  who  is  guilty  of  a  crime  or  mis- 
demeanor, or  who  is  guilty  of  any  fraud 
or  deceit  by  which  he  was  admitted  to 
practise;  or 

b  Is  an  habitual  drunkard  or  habitually 
addicted  to  the  use  of  morphine,  opium, 
cocaine,  or  other  drugs  having  a  similar 
effect;  or 

c  Who  undertakes  or  engages  in  any 
manner  or  by  any  ways  or  means  what- 
soever, to  procure  or  perform  any 
criminal  abortion  as  the  same  is  defined 
by  section  80  of  the  penal  law ;  or 

d  Who  offers  or  undertakes  by  any  man- 
ner or  means  to  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  1142  of  the  penal  law. 

Proceedings  for  revocation  of  a  license 
or  the  annulment  of  registration  shall 
be  begun  by  filing  a  written  charge 
or  charges  against  the  accused.  These 
charges  may  be  preferred  by  any  person 
or  corporation,  or  the  Regents  may  on 
their  own  motion  direct  the  executive 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  prefer 
said  charges.  Said  charges  shall  be  filed 
with  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board

of  Regents,  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners.  The  Board  of  Medical  Ex- 
aminers, when  charges  are  preferred, 
shall  designate  three  of  their  number  as 
a  committee  to  hear  and  determine  said 
charges.  A  time  and  place  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  charges  shall  be  fixed  by  said 
committee  as  soon  as  convenient,  and  a 
copy  of  the  charges,  together  with  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  they 
will  be  heard  and  determined,  shall  be 
served  upon  the  accused  or  his  counsel, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  date  actually 
fixed  for  said  hearing.  Where  personal 
service  or  service  upon  counsel  can  nof 
be  effected,  and  such  fact  is  certified  o 
oath  by  any  person  duly  authorized  to 
make  legal  service,  the  Regents  shall 
cause  to  be  published  for  at  least  seven 
times,  for  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  the 
hearing,  in  two  daily  papers  in  the 
county  in  which  the  physician  was  last 
known  to  practise,  a  notice  to  the  effect 
that  at  a  definite  time  and  place  a  hear- 
ing will  be  had  for  the  purpose  of  hear- 
ing charges  against  the  physician  upon 
an  application  to  revoke  his  license.  At 
said  hearing  the  accused  shall  have  the 
right  to  cross-examine  the  witnesses 
against  him  and  to  produce  witnesses  in 
his  defense,  and  to  appear  personally  or 
by  counsel.  The  said  committee  shall 
make  a  written  report  of  its  findings  and 
recommendations,  to  be  signed  by  all  its 
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members,  and  the  same  shall  be  forth- 1 
with  transmitted  to  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Regents.     If  the  said 
committee  shall  unanimously  find  that 
said  charges,  or  any  of  them,  are  sus-  i 
tained,   and  shall  unanimously  recom-  f 
mend  that  the  license  of  the  accused  be 
revoked  or  his  registration  be  annulled, 
the  Regents  may  thereupon  in  their  dis- 
cretion, revoke  said  license  or  annul  said 
registration,  or  do  both.    If  the  Regents  { 
shall  annul  such  registration,  they  shall  i; 
forthwith  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the  i  a 
county  or  counties  in  which  said  accused  r 
•  is  registered  as  a  physician,  a  certificate  c 
under  their  seal  certifying  that  such  reg-,  I 
istration  has  been  annulled,  and  said 
clerk  shall,  upon  receipt  of  said  certifi- 
cate,  file  the  same  and  forthwith  mark 
said  registration  "Annulled."     Any  per- 
son who  shall  practise  medicine  after  his 
registration    has    been    marked  "An- 
nulled 99  shall  be  deemed  to  have  prac- 
tised     medicine      without  registration. 
Where   the  license   of   any  person  has 
been    revoked,    or   his    registration  has 
been  annulled  as  herein  provided,  the 
Regents   may,    after   the   expiration  of 
one  year,  entertain  an  application  for  a 
new  license,  in  like  manner  as  original 
applications  for  licenses  are  entertained; 
and  upon  such  new  application  they  may 
in  their  discretion,  exempt  the  applicant 
from  the  necessity  of  undergoing  any 
examination. 
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§  171  Registry  in  another  county.  A 

practising  physician  having  registered  a 
lawful  authority  to  practise  medicine  in 
one  county,  and  removing  such  practice 
or  part  thereof  to  another  county,  or 
regularly  engaging  in  practice  or  open- 
ing an  office  in  another  county  or  shall  have 
his  office,  practice  or  any  part  thereof  re- 
moved from  one  county  to  another  by  an 
act  of  Legislature  creating  a  new  county 
from  a  then  existing  county,  thereby  caus- 
ing his  office  or  practice  to  be  situated  in 
a  new  county  shall  show*  or  send  by 
registered  mail  to  the  clerk  of  such  other 
or  new  county,  his  certificate  of  registra- 
tion. If  such  certificate  clearly  shows  that 
the  original  registration  was  of  an  author- 
ity issued  under  seal  by  the  Regents,  or  if 
the  certificate^  itself  is  indorsed  by  the 
Regents  as  entitled  to  registration,  the  clerk 
shall  thereupon  register  the  applicant  in 
the  latter  or  new  county,  on  receipt  of  a 
fee  of  25  cents,  and  shall  stamp  or  indorse 
on  such  certificate  the  date  and  his  name 
preceded  by  the  words,  "  Registered  also  in 

  county,"  and  return  the  certificate 

to  the  applicant. 

§  172  Certificate  presumptive  evidence; 
unauthorized  registration  and  license 
prohibited.  Every  unrevoked  certificate 
and  indorsement  of  registry,  made  as 
provided  in  this  article,  shall  be  pre- 
sumptive evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places,  that  the  person  named  therein  is 
legally  registered.    Hereafter  no  person 
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shall  register  any  authority  to  practise  | 
medicine  unless  it  has  been  issued  or  ; 
indorsed  as  a  license  by  the  Regents.  1 
No  such  registration  shall  be  valid  un- 
less the  authority  registered  constituted,  j 
at   the    time   of   registration,   a  license 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  then  in  force. 
No  diploma  or  license  conferred  on  a 
person  not  actually  in  attendance  at  the 
lectures,  instruction  and  examinations  of 
the  school  conferring  the  same,  or  not 
possessed  at  the  time  of  its  conferment 
of  the  requirements  then  demanded  of, 
medical  students  in  this  State  as  a  con- 
dition of  their  being  licensed  *so  to  prac- 
tise, and  no  registration  not  in  accord-' 
ance  with  this  article  shall  be  lawful 
authority  to  practise  medicine,  nor  shall 
the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  be  con- 
ferred causa  honoris  or  ad  eundem,  nor 
if  previously  conferred   shall  it  be  a 
qualification  for  such  practice. 

§  173  Construction  of  this  article.  The 
article  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect 
commissioned  medical  officers  serving  in 
the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine 
hospital  service,  while  so  commissioned, 
or  any  one  while  actually  serving  with- 
out salary  or  professional  fees  on  the 
resident  medical  staff  of  any  legally  in- 
corporated hospital;  or  any  legally  reg- 
istered dentist  exclusively  engaged  in 
practising  dentistry;  or  any  person  or 
manufacturer   who   mechanically    fits  or 
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sells  lenses,  artificial  eyes,  limbs  or 
other  apparatus  or  appliances,  or  is  en- 
gaged in  the  mechanical  examination  of 
eyes,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or 
adjusting  spectacles,  eyeglasses  and 
lenses;  or  any  lawfully  qualified  physi- 
cian in  other  states  or  countries  meeting 
legally  registered  physicians  in  this 
State  in  consultation;  or  any  physician 
residing  on  a  border  of  a  neighboring 
state  and  duly  licensed  under  the  laws 
thereof  to  practise  medicine  therein, 
whose  practice  extends  into  this  State, 
and  who  does  not  open  an  office  or  ap- 
point a  place  to  meet  patients  or  receive 
calls  within  this  State;  or  any  physician 
duly  registered  in  one  county  called  to 
attend  isolated  cases  in  another  county, 
but  not  residing  or  habitually  practising 
therein;  or  the  furnishing  of  medical 
assistance  in  case  of  emergency;  or  the 
domestic  administration  of  family  reme- 
dies; or  the  practice  of  chiropody;  or 
the  practice  of  the  religious  tenets  of 
any  church.  This  article  shall  be  con- 
strued to  repeal  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
authorizing  conferment  of  any  degree  in 
medicine  causa  honoris  or  ad  eundem  or 
otherwise  than  on  students  duly  grad- 
uated after  satisfactory  completion  of  a 
preliminary  medical  course  not  less  than 
that  required  by  this  article  as  a  condi- 
tion of  license.  It  is  further  provided 
that  any  person  who  shall  be  actively  en- 
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gaged  in  the  practice  of  osteopathy  in  the 
State  of  New  York  on  the  13th  day  of 
May  1907,  and  who  shall  present  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  satisfactory  evidence 
that  he  is  a  graduate  in  good  standing  of 
a  regularly  conducted  school  or  college  of 
osteopathy  within  the  United  States  which 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  graduation  re- 
quired a  course  of  study  of  two  years  or 
longer,  including  the  subjects  of  anatomy, 
physiology,  pathology,  hygiene,  chemistry, 
obstetrics,  diagnosis  and  the  theory  and 
practice  of  osteopathy,  with  actual  attend- 
ance of  not  less  than  twenty  months,  which 
facts  shall  be  shown  by  his  or  her 
diploma  and  affidavit,  shall  upon  appli- 
cation and  payment  of  $10  be  granted, 
without  examination,  a  license  to  prac- 
tise osteopathy,  provided  application  for 
such  license  be  made  within  six  months 
after  the  13th  of  May  1907.  A  license 
to  practise  osteopathy  shall  not  permit 
the  holder  thereof  to  administer  drugs 
or  perform  surgery  with  the  use  of  in- 
struments. Licenses  to  practise  osteo- 
pathy shall  be  registered  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  article  and.  the 
word  osteopath  be  included  in  such  reg- 
istration; and  such  license  shall  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  de- 
gree D.  O..  or  doctor  of  osteopathy. 

§  174  Penalties  and  their  collection. 
Any  person  who,  not  being  then  lawfully 
authorized  to  practise  medicine  within 
this  State  and  so  registered  according  to 
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law,  shall  practise  medicine  within  this 
State  without  lawful  registration  or  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  article; 
and  any  person  who  shall  buy,  sell,  or 
fraudulently  obtain  any  medical  diploma, 
license,  record,  or  registration,  or  who 
shall  aid  or  abet  such  buying,  selling, 
or  fraudulently  obtaining,  or  who  shall 
practise  medicine  under  cover  of  any 
medical  diploma,  license,  record  or  reg- 
istration illegally  obtained,  or  signed,  or 
issued  unlawfully  or  under  fraudulent 
representations,  or  mistake  of  fact  in  a 
material  regard,  or  who,  after  convic- 
tion of  a  felony,  shall  attempt  to  prac- 
tise medicine,  or  shall  so  practise,  and 
any  person  who  shall  in  connection  with 
his  name  use  any  designation  tending  to 
imply  or  designate  him  as  a  practitioner 
of  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  this 
article  without  having  registered  in  ac- 
cordance therewith,  or  any  person  who 
shall  practise  medicine  or  advertise  to 
practise  medicine  under  a  name  other  than 
his  own,  or  any  person  not  a  registered 
physician  who  shall  advertise  to  prac- 
tise medicine,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor Any  person  who  shall  prac- 
tise medicine  under  a  false  or  assumed 
name,  or  who  shall  falsely  personate 
another  practitioner  or  former  prac- 
titioner of  a  like  or  different  name,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  felonv.  When  any  prose- 
:ution  under  this  article,  or  under  sections 
So,    81,    82,    1 142,    1747    of    the  penal 
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law,  and  any  amendments  thereto,  is 
made  on  the  complaint  of  any  incor- 
porated medical  society  of  the  State,  or 
any  county  medical  society  entitled  to 
representation  in  a  State  society,  any 
fines  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  so- 
ciety making  the  complaint,  and  any  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  of  fines  so  paid  over 
the  expense  incurred  by  the  said  society 
in  enforcing  the  medical  laws  of  this 
State,  shall  be  paid  at  the  end  of  the 
year  to  the  county  treasurer. 
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ADMISSION  TO  MEDICAL  PRACTICE  IN  THE 
STATE  OF  NEW  YORK 

Admission  to  medical  practice  in  the 
State  of  New  York  may  be  granted  by  the 
Regents  in  three  ways : 

1  By  the  issuance  of  a  license  to  a  can- 
didate who  satisfies  all  the  requirements 
for  admission  to  the  licensing  examination, 
and  who  successfully  passes  it. 

2  By  indorsement  of  a  license  earned  on 
examination  in  another  state,  maintaining 
standards  not  lower  than  those  prescribed 
in  this  State,  and  with  which  the  State  of 
New  York  is  in  reciprocal  agreement  to 
indorse  medical  licenses  issued  on  exam- 
ination. 

3  By  indorsement  of  a  license  or  diploma 
earned  in  another  state  upon  standards  not 
lower  than  those  prescribed  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  upon  the  ground  of  conceded 
eminence  and  authority  in  the  profession. 

Explanation  of  the  regulations  and  of 
the  procedure  by  which  candidates  in  each 
of  these  three  ways  are  admitted  to  medi- 
cal practice  follows. 

I   License  on  examination 

All   applicants   for  license  to  practise 
i  medicine    upon    examination    must  meet 
(a)  the  preliminary  requirement,  (b)  the 
professional  requirement,  (c)  the  licensing 
examination. 
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a  The  preliminary  requirement.  The 

preliminary  requirement  determines  admis- 
sion to  registered  medical  schools,  which 
is  the  completion  of  an  approved  four-year 
high  school  course  or  the  equivalent. 

Medical  student  certificate.  The  med- 
ical student  certificate,  official  evidence  of 
the  fulfilment  of  the  preliminary  require- 
ment, may  be  secured  in  any  one  of  the 
following  ways : 

1  By  presenting  evidence,  upon  forms 
furnished  by  the  Department,  of  the  suc- 
cessful completion  of  four  years'  work  in 
an  approved  secondary  school. 

2  By  earning  an  academic  diploma  on 
Regents  examinations  in  the  schools. 

3  By  presenting  evidence  of  the  success- 
ful completion  of  one  full  year's  work  in 
an  approved  college  or  university. 

4  By  presenting  evidence  of  the  success- 
ful completion  of  work  in  another  state  or 
in  a  foreign  country  equivalent  to  the  com- 
pletion of  a  four-year  course  in  an  ap- 
proved New  York  State  secondary  school. 

5  By  presenting  from  a  professional 
school  evidence  of  the  completion  of  work 
recognized  as  the  equivalent  of  one  or 
more  years  of  work  in  an  approved  second- 
ary school  together  with  sufficient  addi- 
tional credits  to  make  the  full  equivalent 
of  a  four-year  course  in  an  approved  sec- 
ondary school.  Under  this  head  allowance 
is  made  for  study  completed  in  registered

schools  of  theology,  law,  dentistry,  phar- 
macy, and  veterinary  medicine. 

Every  applicant  for  a  medical  student 
certificate  subsequent  to  January  I,  1913, 
has  to  afford  evidence  of  education  includ- 
ing one  year  in  physics,  one  year  in  biology 
and  one  year  in  inorganic  chemistry. 

Special  examination  in  English.  All  ap- 
plicants for  a  medical  student  certificate 
upon  credentials  from  foreign  countries 
other  than  those  in  which  English  is  the 
language  of  the  people,  all  or  any  part  of 
which  are  earned  or  issued  in  said  foreign 
countries,  must  pass  a  special  examination 
in  English.  No  counts  are  granted  in  the 
special  English  examination. 

Completion  of  the  preliminary  require- 
ment. The  medical  student  certificate 
must  be  filed  with  the  medical  school  be- 
fore the  student  begins  the  first  annual 
medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree 
of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine.  Prior 
to  January  I,  1913,  conditions  in  not  more 
than  one  year  of  the  required  preliminary 
education  were  permitted  before  entering 
on  the  second  medical  course. 

Prior  to  January  1,  1921,  all  matric- 
ulates of  registered  schools  of  osteopathy 
must  afford  evidence  of  education  includ- 
ing one  year  in  physics,  one  year  in  biol- 
ogy and  one  year  in  inorganic  chemistry. 

After  January  1,  1917,  registered  medical 
schools  must  require  for  admission  one 
year  of  college  instruction.    (See  p.  42) 
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An  approved  secondary  course.  The 
Regents  have  outlined  an  approved  sec- 
ondary course  for  admission  to  medical 
schools,  in  which  the  subjects  printed  in 
italics  are  deemed  essential  to  a  sound  edu- 
cation and  should  be  prescribed  for  all 
students;  the  subjects  preceded  by  the  let- 
ter a  should  be  required  of  all  students 
preparing  to  enter  professional  schools, 
and  the  subjects  preceded  by  the  letter  c 
should  be  required  of  all  students  prepar- 
ing to  enter  medical  schools :

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medical  schools  registered  by  the  #  Regents 
as  maintaining  at  the  time  satisfactory 
standards  and  graduation  with  the  degree 
of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  from  a 
registered  school. 

Acceptance  of  reputable  practice.  The 
Regents  have  defined  and  determined  the 
limits  within  which  five  or  more  years  of 
reputable  practice  may  be  accepted  as  the 
equivalent  for  any  part  of  the  preliminary 
and  professional  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  medical  licensing  examination, 
as  follows : 

a  For  matriculates  prior  to  January  I, 
1897,  in  lieu  of  all  the  preliminary  require- 
ment and  one  year  of  the  professional  re- 
quirement. 

b  For  matriculates  between  January  1, 
1897  and  January  1,  191 1,  in  lieu  of  one 
year  of  the  preliminary  requirement  and 
one  year  of  the  professional  requirement. 

c  For  matriculates  after  January  1,  191 1, 
no  acceptance  of  reputable  practice  for 
any  part  of  either  the  third  or  fourth 
requirement. 

Combined  baccalaureate  and  medical 
courses.  The  Regents  rule  regarding  the 
combined  baccalaureate  and  medical 
courses  provides  that  a  college  or  univer- 
sity may  be  registered  as  maintaining  a 
satisfactory  standing  for  one  full  year  of 
medicine  when  the  combined  course  for  the 
baccalaureate  and  medical  degrees  is  not 
less  than  seven  years;  and  a  university 
maintaining  a  registered  medical  school 
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may  be  registered  as  maintaining  a  satis- 
factory standing  if  it  shall  confer  academic 
degrees  and  medical  degrees  as  a  result  of 
a  combined  course  covering  six  years, 
provided  the  diploma  conferring  the 
academic  degree,  whether  it  be  con- 
ferred at  the  end  of  four  years  or  at 
the  end  of  six  years,  shall  clearly  indi- 
cate that  such  degree  is  conferred  as 
the  result  of  concurrent  courses  cover- 
ing six  years;  but  this  must  in  no  case 
be  construed  to  mean  that  less  than  four 
years'  work  in  subjects  essential  to  a 
liberal  education  will  be  approved  as  the 
basis   of    the    academic  degree. 

An  approved  college  or  university  to  be 
registered  as  maintaining  a  satisfactory 
standing  for  one  full  year  of  medicine 
must  afford  instruction  in  the  subjects  of 
the  first  year  of  medicine,  namely:  anat- 
omy, physiology,  chemistry,  physics,  his- 
tology, embryology  and  bacteriology.  750 
hours  (450  recitation,  300  laboratory), 
namely :

Comity  of  action  in  the  transfer  of 
students  from  one  professional  school 
to  another.  The  Department  does  not 
consider  a  course  in  a  medical  school 
satisfactory  within  the  meaning  of  the 
medical  law,  section  166,  item  4,  if 
more  than  two  conditions,  one  major 
of  100  hours  and  one  minor  of  50 
hours,  are  allowed  students  for  promo- 
tion from  one  year's  class  to  the  next. 

c  Licensing  examination.  A  candidate 
for  admission  to  the  medical  licensing  ex- 
amination must  pay  a  fee  of  $25,  submit 
evidence,  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory 
to  the  Department,  that  he  (a)  is  more 
than  21  years  of  age,  (b)  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  (c)  has  met  the  preliminary 
and  the  professional  requirements  as  set 
forth  above. 

Examinations.  The  examinations  are 
conducted  by  the  Department  and  answer 
papers  are  read  and  marked  by  the  board, 
who  know  the  candidate  only  by  number. 
The  subjects  of  the  licensing  examinations 
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are  (i)  anatomy;  (2)  physiology;  (3) 
chemistry;  (4)  hygiene  and  sanitation 
(5)  surgery;  (6)  obstetrics  and  gynecol- 
ogy; (7)  pathology  and  bacteriology;  (8) 
diagnosis.  The  minimum  standing  re- 
quired in  each  subject  is  75  per  cent. 

Partial  examinations.  An  applicant  19 
years  of  age  certified  as  having  studied 
medicine  not  less  than  two  years,  includ- 
ing two  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least 
seven  months  each,  in  two  different  calen- 
dar years,  in  a  medical  school  registered 
as  maintaining  at  the  time  a  satisfactory 
standard,  may  be  admitted  conditionally 
to  the  examinations  in  (1)  anatomy;  (2) 
physiology;   (3)  chemistry.

II   License  by  indorsement 

Under  this  provision  of  the  statute  the 
medical  licenses  of  the  following  state  ex- 
amining boards,  earned  upon  examinations, 
may  be  indorsed  if  all  other  requirements 
of  the  New  York  statute  have  been  met. 
This  means  that  the  candidate  must  pre- 
sent qualifications  which  actually  entitle  him 
to  admission  to  the  licensing  examination 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  if  his  license 
from  another  state  is  to  be  indorsed.

The  Commissioner  of  Education  may  on 
the  approval  of  the  Regents  indorse  the 
diploma  or  license  of  a  physician  from 
another  state  provided  the  applicant  (i) 
has  met  all  the  preliminary  and  profes- 
sional requirements  for  admission  to  the 
licensing  examination  in  this  State;  (2) 
has  been  in  reputable  practice  for  ten 
years;  (3)  has  reached  a  position  of  con- 
ceded eminence  and  authority  in  his 
profession. 

The  Regents  have  defined  "  eminence n 
and  "  authority "  in  the  following  action : 

Voted,  That  no  physician  should  be  ad- 
mitted to  practice  in  this  State  on  the 
ground  that  he  "  has  reached  a  position  of 
conceded  eminence  and  authority  in  his 
profession,"  unless  it  is  made  to  appear 
that  he  is  deeply  and  broadly  educated; 
that  he  has  made  some  substantial  con- 
tributions to  the  literature  of  the  medical 
profession,  and  that  he  has  been  actively 
related  to  some  phase  of  medical  practice 
for  a  sufficient  time  to  cause  him  to  be 
widely  recognized  by  intelligent  members 
of  the  medical  profession,  as  well  as  by 
considerable  numbers  of  people  who  have 
occasion  to  be  interested  in  the  services 
which  that  profession  renders  to  the  pub- 
lic. Eminence  and  authority,  as  used  in 
this  connection,  must  be  given  a  substan- 
tial and  significant  meaning.  Authority  in 
the  medical  profession  is  not  acquired 
through  a  medical  education  that  is  only 
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ordinary  and  a  practice  that  is  merely 
usual;  and  eminence  in  the  profession  can 
be  acquired  only  through  the  assiduous 
prosecution  of  medical  practice  for  a  con- 
siderable time,  and  through  some  special 
work  that  has  laid  the  profession  under 
some  obligation  to  the  practitioner. 
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Rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners 

The  following  are  the  rules  governing 
the  medical  licensing  examinations  adopted 
by  the  board  and  approved  by  the  Regents. 

1  The  names  of  the  candidates  and  of 
the  places  where  examined  are  not  to  ap- 
pear on  answer  papers,  but  a  number  that 
has  been  assigned  to  each  candidate  shall 
be  used. 

2  An  answer  paper  bearing  a  candidate's 
name  or  any  other  designation  which 
would  or  could  reveal  the  candidate's 
identity,  must  be  forwarded  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  board,  unrated.  The  secretary 
shall  thereupon  send  such  answer  paper 
to  one  of  the  other  members  of  the  board 
for  rating,  making  sure  that  no  evidence 
as  to  the  identity  of  the  candidate  remains 
on  the  answer  paper. 

3  Seventy-five  per  cent  in  each  topic  is 
required  for  a  license. 

4  The  first  examination  may,  as  provided 
and  in  the  subjects  mentioned  therefor  by 
law,  be  taken  in  part  after  two  years'  study, 
and  finally,  after  two  years'  further  study 
in  the  remaining  required  subjects,  ^  and  a 
candidate  who  has  failed  to  pass  in  one 
subject  in  the  first  partial  examination 
may,  if  he  elect,  be  reexamined  in  such 
subject  after  six  months'  further  study,  or 
he  may  defer  this  examination  until  the 
final  examination.  In  the  event  of  a  fail- 
ure to  pass  in  more  than  one  subject  in  a 
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group  any  reexamination  shall  include  all 
the  subjects  of  that  group. 

5  A  candidate  who  finally  fails  in  his 
first  examination  may  have  a  second  exam- 
ination without  additional  fee.  If  such 
failure  is  in  only  one  subject  of  a  group, 
the  candidate  need  not  in  subsequent  ex- 
aminations be  reexamined  in  the  other  sub- 
jects of  such  group  or  groups. 

6  For  each  examination,  other  than  the 
second,  the  fee  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars 
($25) ;  and  between  any  examination  in 
which  a  candidate  fails,  and  a  succeeding 
one  which  he  takes,  he  must  faithfully 
pursue  his  studies  for  at  least  six  months 
longer  as  provided  by  law  and  furnish  sat- 
isfactory evidence  thereof  to  the  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners. 

7  A  candidate  who  has  been  notified  of 
his  failure  may  request  the  Board  of  Medi- 
cal Examiners  for  a  review  of  his  answer 
paper.  This  appeal  shall  be  in  writing  and 
shall  be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners  within  thirty  days 
after  receiving  notice  of  failure. 

8  A  paper  in  pathology  and  bacteriology 
with  a  rejected  rating  of  70  per  cent  or 
more  shall  be  reviewed  without  awaiting 
an  appeal  from  the  candidate.  All  other 
rejected  papers  in  this  and  other  subjects 
of  which  a  review  has  been  requested  by 
the  candidate  shall  be  reviewed  first  by 
the  individual  examiner  for  the  subject, 
and,  if  not  passed,  then  by  the  committee 
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of  review  for  the  subject,  providing  the 
candidate  requests  it.  If  a  written  appeal 
is  made  from  the  decision  of  the  committee, 
a  majority  of  the  board  shall  make  a  rating 
of  the  rejected  answer  paper  and  its  rating 
shall  be  final. 

9  Papers  are  to  be  written  on  one  side 
only  and  in  ink. 

10  Answers  must  be  written  on  paper 
supplied  to  the  candidate  by  the  official  in 
charge  of  the  examination.  Answers 
written  on  unofficial  paper  shall  not  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  board. 

11  Each  examiner  shall  make  his  report 
of  ratings  in  duplicate,  one  to  be  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  the  board,  the  other  with 
the  Examinations  Division. 

12  Twelve  questions  shall  be  asked  in 
each  of  the  following  topics  or  groups  of 
topics : 

Anatomy  Surgery 
Chemistry  Obstetrics  and  gyne- 

Physiology  cology 
Hygiene   and   sani-    Pathology  and  bac- 
tation  teriology 
Diagnosis 

Candidates  taking  the  licensing  examina- 
tions must  answer  the  first  six  questions  in 
each  group,  except  in  pathology  and  bac- 
teriology, in  each  of  which  subheads  the 
candidate  is  required  to  answer  the  first 
three  questions.  From  the  remaining  ques- 
tions in  each  group,  the  candidate  shall 
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answer  sufficient  to  make  a  total  of  ten 
answers. 

13  Official  documents  requiring  the  sig- 
nature of  an  officer  or  a  member  of  the 
board  should  be  signed  and  forwarded  on 
the  day  received  and  the  date  of  such  sig- 
nature should  appear  next  to  the  signature. 

14  Licenses  must  be  signed  in  india  ink. 
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Registration  of  medical  schools.  A  school 
of  medicine  may  be  registered  as  maintaining 
a  proper  medical  standard  and  as  legally  in- 
corporated. It  must  have  apparatus  and 
equipment  and  resources  of  $50,000.  It  must 
have  at  least  six  full-time,  salaried  instructors, 
giving  their  entire  time  to  medical  work,  a 
graded  course  of  four  full  years  of  college  work 
in  medicine,  and  must  require  prior  to 
beginning  the  first  year  of  medical  study, 
the  general  education  required  by  the  rules 
of  the  Regents.  It  must  require  candidates 
for  graduation  (1)  to  be  at  least  21  years 
of  age;  (2)  to  be  of  good  moral 
character;  (3)  to  have  studied  medicine 
not  less  than  four  school  years,  including 
four  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least 
seven  months  each,  in  four  different 
calendar  years,  unless  admitted  to  ad- 
vanced standing  on  graduation  from  a 
registered  college  course  which  was  the 
full  equivalent  of  the  first  medical  year. 
The  medical  school  must  require  (1) 
for  admission,  after  January  1,  1917,  not 
less  than  the  equivalent  of  one  year  of 
instruction  in  a  college  of  liberal  arts  and 
science  after  completion  of  an  approved 
four-year  high  school  course  and  eight 
years  of  elementary  preparation.  The  year 
of  college  instruction  must  be  at  least  15 
week  hours  including  chemistry  3,  physics 
3,  biology  3,  and  any  two  of  the  three 
languages,  English  3,  German  3,  or  French 
3.  (2)  Prior  to  January  1,  1921,  all  matric- 
ulates of  registered  schools  of  osteopathy 
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must  afford  evidence  of  u  general  pre- 
liminary education  equivalent  to  eight 
years  of  elementary  preparation  and  an 
approved  four-year  high  school  course, 
including  one  year  of  physics,  of  chemis- 
try, and  of  biology.  (Medical  and  osteo- 
pathic schools  may  not  matriculate  con- 
ditionally students  deficient  in  any  part 
of  the  preliminary  educational  require- 
ment.) (3)  No  allowance  whatever  may  be 
made  in  the  period  of  study  for  work  not 
done  in  an  accredited  medical  school.  Grad- 
uates in  liberal  arts  and  sciences  (excep- 
tion see  p.  30),  in  dentistry,  in  veterinary 
medicine,  in  pharmacy,  and  from  other  pro- 
fessional and  technical  schools,  under  no 
circumstances  receive  M.  D.  degrees  in  less 
time. 

Any  medical  school  admitting  any  student 
to  instruction  who  has  not  completely  com- 
plied with  the  admission  requirements  shall 
be  forthwith  excluded  from  the  list  of  ap- 
proved schools.

General  totals,  850  hours  each  year 
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Medical  schools  are  registered  by  the 
Regents  on  formal  application  only  and  a 
form  will  be  mailed  on  application  to  the 
Assistant  Commissioner  for  Higher  Edu- 
cation. The  professional  education  re- 
quirement and  the  general  preliminary' 
education  requirement  of  the  institution 
must  be  considered  by  him  fully  equivalent' 
to  the  requirements  established  by  the 
statute. 

New  York  medical  schools  and  New 
York  medical  students  may  not  be  dis- 
criminated against  by  the  registration  of 
any  medical  schools  out  of  the  State  on 
standards  lower  than  those  required  in 
New  York.  Any  medical  school  that 
matriculates  a  student  who  has  not  com-; 
pletely  complied  with  the  admission  re-; 
quirements  must  be  forthwith  excluded^ 
from  the  list  of  approved  schools. 

A  medical  degree  from  a  registered  in-; 
stitution  does  not  meet  the  educational  re- 
quirements for  admission  to  the  licensing 
examination.  Evidence  of  preliminary  edu- 
cation as  well  as  evidence  of  the  required 
attendance  at  a  registered  medical  school 
are  essentials  and  forms  will  be  sent  on 
application  to  the  Department.  (Form  E 
for  the  evidence  of  the  preliminary  edu- 
cation, medical  form  2  for  the  professional, 
and  medical  form  i  for  the  applicant.) 

Professional  schools  unable  to  meet  the 
standards  required  by  the  Regents  for 
registration  in  full  shall  be  accredited  by 
the  Department  for  one  or  more  years  of 
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professional  training  as  they  meet  the  re- 
quirements for  admission  and  for  profes- 
sional training  required  by  the  Regents 
standards. 

§  405  Recognition  accorded  accredited 
professional  schools.  Professional  schools 
registered  by  the  Regents  shall  give  the 
work  of  accredited  institutions  no  higher 
recognition  than  that  accorded  such  insti- 
tutions in  the  Department's  accredited  list, 
namely:  (1)  the  successful  completion  of  a 
four-year  course  in  a  professional  school 
accredited  by  the  Department  for  three 
years  shall  be  accorded  three  years'  recog- 
nition only;  (2)  the  successful  completion 
of  a  three-year  course  in  a  professional 
school  accredited  by  the  Department  for 
two  years  shall  be  accorded  two  years' 
recognition  only;  (3)  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  a  two-year  course  in  a  profes- 
sional school  accredited  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  one  year  shall  be  accorded  one 
year's  recognition  only. 
1  A  registered  school  may  refuse  to  accord 
|in  accredited  institution  the  recognition 
*iven  it  by  the  Department  but  it  may 
lot  give  it  any  higher  recognition. 

The  degree  from  a  registered  school  only 
nay  be  recognized  for  entering  the  licens- 
ng  examination.

§  160  Definitions.  As  used  in  this  ar- 
ticle : 

1  "  The  Education  Department "  means 
the  Education  Department  of  the  State, 
of  New  York,  as  provided  for  by  the  Edu- 
cation Law. 

2  "University"  means  University  of  the' 
State  of  New  York. 

3  "  Regents "  means  Board  of  Regents 
of  the  University  of  the  State  of  New 
York. 

4  "  Board  "  means  the  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

5  "  Medical  examiner  "  means  a  member 
of  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  of 
the  State  of  New  York. 

6  "  Medical  school "  means  any  medical 
school,  college,  or  department  of  a  uni- 
versity, registered  by  the  Regents  as 
maintaining  a  proper  medical  standard 
and  as  legally  incorporated. 

7  The  practice  of  medicine  is  defined 
as  follows :  A  person  practises  medicine 
within  the  meaning  of  this  article,  except 
as  hereinafter  stated,  who  holds  himself 
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out  as  being  able  to  diagnose,  treat, 
operate,  or  prescribe  for  any  human 
disease,  pain,  injury,  deformity  or  physi- 
cal condition,  and  who  shall  either  offer 
or  undertake,  by  any  means  or  method, 
to  diagnose,  treat,  operate,  or  prescribe 
for  any  human  disease,  pain,  injury,  de- 
formity or  physical  condition. 

8  "  Physician "  means  a  practitionef  of 
medicine. 

§  161  Qualifications.  No  person  shall 
practise  medicine,  unless  registered  and 
legally  authorized  prior  to  September  i, 
1891,  or  unless  licensed  by  the  Regents 
and  registered  under  article  8  of  chapter 
661  of  the  Laws  of  1893  and  acts  amenda- 
tory thereto,  or  unless  licensed  by  the 
Regents  and  registered  as  required  by  this 
article;  nor  shall  any  person  practise  under 
this  article  who  has  ever  been  convicted  of 
a  felony  by  any  court,  or  whose  authority 
to  practise  is  suspended  or  revoked  by  the 
Regents  on  recommendation  of  the  State 
board.  The  conviction  of  a  felony  shall 
include  the  conviction  of  any  offense  which 
if  committed  within  the  State  of  New 
York  would  constitute  a  felony  under  the 
laws  thereof.  If  a  person  convicted  of  a 
felony  is  subsequently  pardoned  by  the 
Governor  of  the  State  where  such  convic- 
tion was  had,  or  by  the  President  of  the 
United  States,  the  Regents  may,  in  their 
discretion,  on  application  of  such  person, 
and  on  the  submission  to  them  of  satis- 
factory evidence,  restore  to  such  person 
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the  right  to  practise  medicine  in  this  State, 
unless  such  conviction  has  been  for  mis- 
conduct in  his  professional  capacity. 

§  162  The  State  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners.  The  State  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  is  continued.  The  members  of 
said  board  now  in  office  shall  continue  in 
office  until  the  expiration  of  their  respec- 
tive terms.  Said  boards  shall  consist  of 
nine  members  who  shall  be  appointed  by 
the  Regents  and  who  shall  hold  office  for 
three  years  from  August  1st  of  the  year 
in  which  appointed.  The  Regents  shall 
annually  appoint  three  members  to  fill  the 
vacancies  caused  by  expiration  of  term  of 
office,  and  may  at  any  time  fill  vacancies 
on  the  board  caused  by  death,  resignation, 
or  removal  from  office.  No  person  shall 
be  appointed  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners  who  is  not  eligible  to 
receive  a  license  to  practise  from  the 
Regents  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  article  or  of  chapter  661  of  the 
Laws  of  1893  and  acts  amendatory  thereof 
and  who  has  not  been  in  practice  in  this 
State  for  at  least  five  years  prior  to  date 
of  appointment.  The  Regents  may  remove 
any  member  of  the  board  of  examiners  for 
misconduct,  incapacity  or  neglect  of  duty. 
The  Regents  shall  appoint  a  secretary  to 
the  board  of  examiners,  who  shell  not  be 
a  member  of  the  board,  and  who  shall  hold 
office  during  the  pleasure  of  the  Regents 
and  who  shall  receive  an  annual  compen- 
sation of  $4000,  payable  from  the  fees  re- 
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ceived  under  this  article.  The  secretary 
shall  be  a  duly  licensed  physician. 

§  163  Certificate  of  appointment;  oath; 
powers.  Every  medical  examiner  shall 
receive  a  certificate  of  appointment  from 
the  Regents  and  before  beginning  his 
term  of  office  shall  file  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  the  constitutional  oath  of  office. 
The  board,  or  any  committee  thereof, 
may  employ  counsel,  shall  have  the 
power  to  compel  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses, and  may  take  testimony  and 
proofs  concerning  all  matters  within  its 
jurisdiction.  The  board  may,  subject  to 
the  Regents'  approval,  make  all  by-laws 
and  rules  not  inconsistent  with  law 
needed  in  performing  its  duty;  but  no 
by-law  or  rule  by  which  more  than  a 
majority  vote  is  required  for  any  speci- 
fied action  by  the  board  shall  be  amended, 
suspended  or  repealed  by  a  smaller  vote 
than  that  required  for  action  thereunder. 

§  164  Expenses.  The  fees  derived  from 
the  operation  of  this  article  shall  be  paid 
into  the  State  treasury,  and  the  Legis- 
lature shall  annually  appropriate  there- 
from for  the  Education  Department  an 
amount  sufficient  to  pay  all  proper  ex- 
penses incurred  pursuant  to  this  article. 

§  165  Officers;  meetings;  quorum; 
committees.  The  board  shall  annually 
elect  from  its  members  a  president  and  a 
vice  president  for  the  academic  year,  and 
shall  hold  one  or  more  meetings  each 
year  pursuant  to  call  of  the  Regents.

At  any  meeting  a  majority  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum;  but  questions  prepared 
by  the  board  may  be  grouped  and 
edited,  or  answer  papers  of  candidates 
may  be  examined  and  marked  by  com- 
mittees duly  authorized  by  the  board 
and  approved  by  the  Regents. 

§  166  Admission  to  examination.  The 
Regents  shall  admit  to  examination  any 
candidate  who  pays  a  fee  of  $25  and 
submits  evidence,  verified  by  oath,  and 
satisfactory  to  the  Regents,  that  he 

1  Is  more  than  21  years  of  age. 

2  Is  of  good  moral  character. 

3  Had  prior  to  beginning  the  first  year  ' 
of  medical  study  the  general  education  j 
required  by  the  rules  of  the  Regents  pre-  * 
liminary  to  receiving  the  degree  of  bachelor  ; 
or  doctor  of  medicine  in  this  State. 

4  Has  studied  medicine  not  less  than 
four  school  years,  including  four  satis-  I 
factory  courses  of  at  least  seven  months 
each,  in  four  different  calendar  years  in 

a  medical  school  registered  as  maintain- 
ing at  the  time  a  standard  satisfactory 
to  the  Regents.  New  York  medical 
schools  and  New  York  medical  students 
shall  not  be  discriminated  against  by 
the  registration  of  any  medical  school 
out  of  the  State  whose  minimum  grad- 
uation standard  is  less  than  that  fixed  by 
statutes  for  New  York  medical  schools. 
The  Regents  may,  in  their  discretion, 
accept  as  the  equivalent  for  any  part  of 
the   third   and    fourth    requirement,  evi- 
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dence  of  five  or  more  years'  reputable 
practice,  provided  that  such  substitution 
be  specified  in  the  license,  and,  as  the 
equivalent  of  the  first  year  of  the 
fourth  requirement,  evidence  of  graduation 
from  a  registered  college  course,  pro- 
vided that  such  college  course  shall 
have  included  not  less  than  the  mini- 
mum requirements  prescribed  by  the 
Repents  for  such  admission  to  advanced 
standing.  The  Regents  may  also  in 
their  discretion  admit  conditionally  to 
the  examination  in  anatomy,  physiology, 
hygiene,  sanitation,  and  chemistry,  ap- 
plicants 19  years  of  age  certified  as  hav- 
ing studied  medicine  not  less  than  two 
years,  including  two  satisfactory  courses 
of  at  least  seven  months  each,  in  two 
different  calendar  years,  in  a  medical 
school  registered  as  maintaining  at  the 
time  a  satisfactory  standard,  provided 
that  such  applicants  meet  the  second 
and  third  requirements. 

5  Has  either  received  the  degree  of 
bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  from  some 
registered  medical  school,  or  a  diploma  or 
license  conferring  full  right  to  practise 
medicine  in  some  foreign  country  unless 
admitted  conditionally  to  the  examinations 
as  specified  above,  in  which  case  all  quali- 
fications, including  the  full  period  of  study, 
the  medical  degree  and  the  final  examina- 
tions in  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology, 
pathology,    including    bacteriology,  and 
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diagnosis  must  be  met.  The  degree  of 
bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  shall  not  be 
conferred  in  this  State  before  the  candidate 
has  filed  with  the  institution  conferring  it 
the  certificate  of  the  Regents  that  before 
beginning  the  first  annual  medical  course 
counted  toward  the  degree  he  had  earned 
a  medical  student  qualifying  certificate  in 
accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  Regents, 
the  minimum  requirement  for  which,  for 
matriculates  after  January  t,  1917,  shall  be 
the  successful  completion  of  an  approved 
four-year  high  school  course  or  its  equiv-  I 
alent. 

6  Where  the  application  be  for  a 
license  to  practise  osteopathy,  the  appli- 
cant shall  produce  evidence  that  he  has 
studied  osteopathy  not  less  than  three 
years  including  three  satisfactory 
courses  of  not  less  than  nine  months 
each  in  three  different  calendar  years  in  I 
a  college  of  osteopathy  maintaining  at 
the  time  a  standard  satisfactory  to  the 
Regents.  After  1910  the  applicant  for  a 
license  to  practise  under  this  article  shall 
produce  evidence  that  he  has  studied  not 
less  than  four  years  including  four  satis- 
factory courses  of  not  less  than  seven 
months  each  in  four  different  calendar 
vears  in  a  college  maintaining  at  the 
time  a  standard  satisfactory  to  the  Re- 
gents. 

§  167  Questions.  The  board  shall  sub- 
mit to  the  Regents,  as  required,  lists  of 
suitable  questions  for  thorough  examination 
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in  anatomy,  physiology,  hygiene,  sanitation, 
chemistry,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology, 
pathology,  including  bacteriology,  and  di- 
agnosis. From  these  lists  the  Regents  shall 
prepare  question  papers  for  all  these  sub- 
jects, which  at  any  examination  shall  be  the 
same  for  all  candidates,  except  that  the 
examination  may  be  divided  as  provided  in 
section  166. 

§  168  Examinations  and  reports.  Exam- 
inations for  licenses  shall  be  given  in  at 
least  four  convenient  places  in  this 
State  and  at  least  four  times  annually, 
in  accordance  with  the  Regents  rules, 
and  shall  be  exclusively  i  in  writing  and 
in  English.  Each  examination  shall  be 
conducted  by  a  Regents  examiner  who 
shall  not  be  one  of  the  medical  exam- 
iners. At  the  close  of  each  examination 
the  Regents  examiner  in  charge  shall 
deliver  the  question  and  answer  papers 
to  the  board  or  its  duly  authorized  com- 
mittee, who,  without  unnecessary  delay, 
shall  examine  and  mark  the  answers  and 
transmit  to  the  Regents  an  official  re- 
port, signed  by  its  president  and  secretary, 
stating  the  standing  of  each  candidate  in 
each  branch,  his  general  average  and 
whether  the  board  recommends  that  a 
license  be  granted.  Such  report  shall  in- 
clude the  questions  and  answers  and  shall 
be  filed  in  the  public  records  of  the  Uni- 
versity. If  a  candidate  fails  on  first  ex- 
amination, he  may,  after  not  less  than  six 
months*  further  study,  have  a  second  ex- 
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amination  without  fee.    If  the  failure  is 
from  illness  or  other  cause  satisfactory  to 
the  Regents  they  may  waive  the  required  j 
six  months'  study. 

§  169  Licenses.    On  receiving  from  the 
State    board   an   official   report   that   an  , 
applicant    has    successfully    passed    the  - 
examinations    and    is    recommended  for 
license,  the  Regents  shall  issue  to  him  a 
license    to    practise    according     to  the 
qualifications    of    the    applicant.  Every 
license  shall  be  issued  by  the  University 
under  seal  and  shall  be  signed  by  each  I 
acting    medical    examiner    and    by    the  j 
officer   of  the  University  who  approved  ; 
the   credential   which   admitted   the  can-  ! 
didate   to    examination,    and    shall    state  < 
that  the  licensee  has   given   satisfactory  j 
evidence  of  fitness  as  to  age,  character, 
preliminary  and  medical  education  and  ; 
all  other  matters  required  by  law,  and 
that  after  full  examination  he  has  been 
found    properly    qualified    to  practise. 
Applicants    examined    and    licensed  by 
other  State  examining  boards  registered 
by  the  Regents  as  maintaining  stand- 
ards not  lower  than  those  provided  by 
this  article  and  applicants  who  matricu- 
lated  in   a    New   York   State  medical 
school    before   June    5,    1890,    and  who 
received  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medi- 
cine  from    a    registered    medical  school 
before  August  1,  1895,  may  without  fur- 
ther examination,  on  payment  of  $25 
to  the  Regents  and  on  submitting  such 
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evidence  as  they  may  require,  receive 
from  them  an  indorsement  of  their 
licenses  or  diplomas  conferring  ail 
rights  and  privileges  of  a  Regents 
license  issued  after  examination.  The 
Commissioner  of  Education  may  in  his 
discretion  on  the  approval  of  the  Board 
of  Regents  indorse  a  license  or  diploma 
of  a  physician  from  another  state,  pro- 
vided the  applicant  has  met  all  the  pre- 
liminary and  professional  qualifications 
required  for  earning  a  license  on  exami- 
nation in  this  State,  has  been  in  repu- 
table practice  for  a  period  of  ten  years, 
and  has  reached  a  position  of  conceded 
eminence  and  authority  in  his  pro- 
fession. Any  physician,  who  was  actually 
engaged  in  the  practice  of  medicine  in  this 
State  prior  to  September  i,  1891,  and  who 
failed  to  register,  although  eligible  to  do 
so  at  the  time,  or  any  physician,  whose 
registration  is  not  legal  because  of  some 
error,  misunderstanding  or  unintentional 
omission,  may  on  the  unanimous  recom- 
mendation of  the  State  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  that  he  has  submitted  satis- 
factory proof  of  having  complied  with  all 
the  requirements  prescribed  by  law  at  the 
time  of  his  failure  to  register,  or  his  in- 
complete registration,  receive  from  the 
Regents  under  seal  a  certificate  of  the 
facts  which  may  be  registered  by  any 
county  clerk  and  shall  make  valid  his 
registration.  Before  any  license  is  issued 
it  shall  be  numbered  and  recorded  in  a 
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book  kept  in  the  Regents  office,  and  its 
number  shall  be  noted  in  the  license ;  and 
a  photograph  of  the  licensee  hied  with  the 
records.  This  record  shall  be  open  to 
public  inspection,  and  in  all  legal  proceed- 
ings shall  have  the  same  weight  as  evidence  . 
that  is  given  to  a  record  of  conveyance  of 
land.  \ 

§  170  Registry;  revocation  of  license; 
annulment  of  registry.  Every  license  to 
practise  medicine  shall,  before  the  li- 
censee begins  practice  thereunder,  be 
registered  in  a  book  kept  in  the  clerk's 
office  of  the  county  where  such  practice 
is  to  be  carried  on,  with  name,  residence, 
place  and  date  of  birth,  and  source, 
number  and  date  of  his  license  to  prac- 
tise. Before  registering,  each  licensee 
shall  file,  to  be  kept  in  a  bound  volume  in 
a  county  clerk's  office,  an  affidavit  of 
the  above  facts,  and  also  that  he  is  the 
person  named  in  such  license,  and  had, 
before  receiving  the  same,  complied  with 
all  requirements  as  to  attendance,  terms 
and  amount  of  study  and  examinations 
required  by  law  and  the  rules  of  the  Uni- 
versity as  preliminary  to  the  conferment 
thereof ;  that  no  money  was  paid  for 
such  license,  except  the  regular  fees  paid 
by  all  applicants  therefor;  that  no  fraud, 
misrepresentation  or  mistake  in  any  ma- 
terial regard  was  employed  by  any  one 
or  occurred  in  order  that  such  license 
should  be  conferred.  Ev^ry  license,  or 
if  lost  a  copy  thereof  legally  certified  so 
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as  to  be  admissible  as  evidence,  or  a 
duly  attested  transcript  of  the  record  of 
its  conferment,  shall,  before  registering, 
be  exhibited  to  the  county  clerk,  who, 
only  in  case  it  was  issued  or  indorsed  as 
a  license  under  seal  by  the  Regents,  shall 
indorse  or  stamp  on  it  the  date  and  his 
name  preceded  by  the  words:  "Regis- 
tered as  authority  to  practise  medicine 
in  the  clerk's  office  of  .  .  .  county." 
The  clerk  shall  thereupon  give  to  every 
physician  so  registered  a  transcript  of 
the  entries  in  the  register  with  a  certifi- 
cate, under  seal  that  he  has  filed  the 
prescribed  affidavit.  The  licensee  shall 
pay  to  the  county  clerk  a  total  fee  of  $i 
for  registration,  affidavit  and  certificate. 
The  Regents  shall  have  power  at  any 
and  all  times  to  inquire  into  the  identity 
of  any  person  claiming  to  be  a  licensed 
or  registered  physician  and  after  due 
service  of  notice  in  writing,  require  him 
to  make  reasonable  proof,  satisfactory  to 
them,  that  he  is  the  person  licensed  to 
practise  medicine  under  the  license  by 
virtue  of  which  he  claims  the  privilege 
of  this  article.  When  the  Regents  ^  find 
that  a  person  claiming  to  be  a  physician, 
licensed  under  this  act,  is  not  in  fact  the 
person  to  whom  the  license  was  issued, 
they  shall  reduce  their  findings  to  writ- 
ing and  file  them  in  the  office  of  the 
clerk  of  the  county  in  which  said  person 
resides  or  practises  medicine.  Said  cer- 
tificate   shall    be    prima    facie  evidence

that  the  person  mentioned  therein  is 
falsely  impersonating  a  practitioner  or 
a  former  practitioner  of  a  like  or  differ- 
ent name.  The  Regents  may  revoke 
the  license  of  a  practitioner  of  medi- 
cine, or  annul  his  registration,  or  do 
both,  in  any  of  the  following  cases: 

a  A  practitioner  of  medicine  who  is 
guilty  of  any  fraud  or  deceit  in  his  prac- 
tice, or  who  is  guilty  of  a  crime  or  mis- 
demeanor, or  who  is  guilty  of  any  fraud 
or  deceit  by  which  he  was  admitted  to 
practise;  or 

b  Is  an  habitual  drunkard  or  habitually 
addicted  to  the  use  of  morphine,  opium, 
cocaine,  or  other  drugs  having  a  similar 
effect;  or 

c  Who  undertakes  or  engages  in  any 
manner  or  by  any  ways  or  means  what- 
soever, to  procure  or  perform  any 
criminal  abortion  as  the  same  is  defined 
by  section  80  of  the  penal  law ;  or 

d  Who  offers  or  undertakes  by  any  man- 
ner or  means  to  violate  any  of  the  pro- 
visions of  section  1142  of  the  penal  law. 

Proceedings  for  revocation  of  a  license 
or  the  annulment  of  registration  shall 
be  begun  by  filing  a  written  charge 
or  charges  against  the  accused.  These 
charges  may  be  preferred  by  any  person 
or  corporation,  or  the  Regents  may  on 
their  own  motion  direct  the  executive 
officer  of  the  Board  of  Regents  to  prefer 
said  charges.  Said  charges  shall  be  filed 
with  the  executive  officer  of  the  Board 
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of  Regents,  and  a  copy  thereof  filed  with 
the  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners.  The  Board  of  Medical  Ex- 
aminers, when  charges  are  preferred, 
shall  designate  three  of  their  number  as 
a  committee  to  hear  and  determine  said 
charges.  A  time  and  place  for  the  hear- 
ing of  said  charges  shall  be  fixed  by  said 
committee  as  soon  as  convenient,  and  a 
copy  of  the  charges,  together  with  a 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  they 
will  be  heard  and  determined,  shall  be 
served  upon  the  accused  or  his  counsel, 
at  least  ten  days  before  the  date  actually 
fixed  for  said  hearing.  Where  personal 
service  or  service  upon  counsel  can  not 
be  effected,  and  such  fact  is  certified  on 
oath  by  any  person  duly  authorized  to 
make  legal  service,  the  Regents  shall 
cause  to  be  published  for  at  least  seven 
times,  for  at  least  twenty  days  prior  to  the 
hearing,  in  two  daily  papers  in  the 
county  in  which  the  physician  was  last 
known  to  practise,  a  notice  to  the  effect 
that  at  a  definite  time  and  place  a  hear- 
ing will  be  had  for  the  purpose^  of  hear- 
ing charges  against  the  physician  upon 
an  application  to  revoke  his  license.  At 
said  hearing  the  accused  shall  have  the 
right  to  cross-examine  the  witnesses 
against  him  and  to  produce  witnesses  in 
his  defense,  and  to  appear  personally  or 
by  counsel.  The  said  committee  shall 
make  a  written  report  of  its  findings  and 
recommendations,  to  be  signed  by  all  its 
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members,  and  the  same  shall  be  forth- 
with transmitted  to  the  executive  officer 
of  the  Board  of  Regents.  If  the  said 
committee  shall  unanimously  find  that 
said  charges,  or  any  of  them,  are  sus- 
tained, and  shall  unanimously  recom- 
mend that  the  license  of  the  accused  be 
revoked  or  his  registration  be  annulled, 
the  Regents  may  thereupon  in  their  dis- 
cretion, revoke  said  license  or  annul  said 
registration,  or  do  both.  If  the  Regents 
shall  annul  such  registration,  they  shall 
forthwith  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the 
county  or  counties  in  which  said  accused 
is  registered  as  a  physician,  a  certificate 
under  their  seal  certifying  that  such  reg- 
istration has  been  annulled,  and  said 
clerk  shall,  upon  receipt  of  said  certifi- 
cate, file  the^  same  and  forthwith  mark 
said  registration  "Annulled."  Any  per- 
son who  shall  practise  medicine  after  his 
registration  has  been  marked  "An- 
nulled "  shall  be  deemed  to  have  prac- 
tised medicine  without  registration. 
Where  the  license  of  any  person  has 
been  revoked,  or  his  registration  has 
been  annulled  as  herein  provided,  the 
Regents  may,  after  the  expiration  of 
one  year,  entertain  an  application  for  a 
new  license,  in  like  manner  as  original 
applications  for  licenses  are  entertained; 
and  upon  such  new  application  they  may 
in  their  discretion,  exempt  the  applicant 
from  the  necessity  of  undergoing  any 
examination. 
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§  171  Registry  in  another  county.  A 

practising  physician  having  registered  a 
lawful  authority  to  practise  medicine  in 
one  county,  and  removing  such  practice 
or  part  thereof  to  another  county,  or 
regularly  engaging  in  practice  or  open- 
ing an  office  in  another  county  or  shall  have 
his  office,  practice  or  any  part  thereof  re- 
moved from  one  county  to  another  by  an 
act  of  Legislature  creating  a  new  county 
from  a  then  existing  county,  thereby  caus- 
ing his  office  or  practice  to  be  situated  in 
a  new  county  shall  show  or  send  by 
registered  mail  to  the  clerk  of  such  other 
or  new  county,  his  certificate  of  registra- 
tion. If  such  certificate  clearly  shows  that 
the  original  registration  was  of  an  author- 
ity issued  under  seal  by  the  Regents,  or  \1 
the  certificate  itself  is  indorsed  by  the 
Regents  as  entitled  to  registration,  the  clerk 
shall  thereupon  register  the  applicant  in 
the  latter  or  new  county,  on  receipt  of  a 
fee  of  25  cents,  and  shall  stamp  or  indorse 
on  such  certificate  the  date  and  his  name 
preceded  by  the  words,  "  Registered  also  in 

  county,"  and  return  the  certificate 

to  the  applicant. 

§  172  Certificate  presumptive  evidence; 
unauthorized  registration  and  license 
prohibited.  Every  unrevoked  certificate 
and  indorsement  of  registry,  made  as 
provided  in  this  article,  shall  be  pre- 
sumptive evidence  in  all  courts  and 
places,  that  the  person  named  therein  is 
legally  registered.    Hereafter  no  person 
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shall  register  any  authority  to  practise 
medicine  unless  it  has  been  issued  or 
indorsed  as  a  license  by  the  Regents. 
No  such  registration  shall  be  valid  un- 
less the  authority  registered  constituted, 
at  the  time  of  registration,  a  license 
under  the  laws  of  the  State  then  in  force. 
No  diploma  or  license  conferred  on  a 
person  not  actually  in  attendance  at  the 
lectures,  instruction  and  examinations  of 
the  school  conferring  the  same,  or  not 
possessed  at  the  time  of  its  conferment 
of  the  requirements  then  demanded  of 
medical  students  in  this  State  as  a  con-, 
dition  of  their  being  licensed  so  to  prac- 
tise, and  no  registration  not  in  accord- 
ance  with  this  article  shall  be  lawful' 
authority  to  practise  medicine,  nor  shall 
the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  be  con- 
ferred causa  honoris  or  ad  eundem,  nor 
if  previously  conferred  shall  it  be  a 
qualification  for  such  practice. 

§  173  Construction  of  this  article.  The 
article  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect 
commissioned  medical  officers  serving  in 
the  United  States  army,  navy  or  marine 
hospital  service,  while  so  commissioned, 
or  any  one  while  actually  serving  with- 
out salary  or  professional  fees  on  the 
resident  medical  staff  of  any  legally  in- 
corporated hospital;  or  any  legally  reg- 
istered dentist  exclusively  engaged  in 
practising  dentistry;  or  any  person  or 
manufacturer    who    mechanically    fits  or 
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sells  lenses,  artificial  eyes,  limbs  or 
other  apparatus  or  appliances,  or  is  en- 
gaged in  the  mechanical  examination  of 
eyes,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  or 
adjusting  spectacles,  eyeglasses  and 
lenses;  or  any  lawfully  qualified  physi- 
cian in  other  states  or  countries  meeting 
legally  registered  physicians  in  this 
State  in  consultation;  or  any  physician 
residing  on  a  border  of  a  neighboring 
state  and  duly  licensed  under  the  laws 
thereof  to  practise  medicine  therein, 
whose  practice  extends  into  this  State, 
and  who  does  not  open  an  office  or  ap- 
point a  place  to  meet  patients  or  receive 
calls  within  this  State;  or  any  physician 
duly  registered  in  one  county  called  to 
attend  isolated  cases  in  another  county, 
but  not  residing  or  habitually  practising 
therein;  or  the  furnishing  of  medical 
assistance  in  case  of  emergency;  or  the 
domestic  administration  of  family  reme- 
dies; or  the  practice  of  chiropody;  or 
the  practice  of  the  religious  tenets  of 
any  church.  This  article  shall  be  con- 
strued to  repeal  all  acts  or  parts  of  acts 
authorizing  conferment  of  any  degree  in 
medicine  causa  honoris  or  ad  eundem  or 
otherwise  than  on  students  duly  grad- 
uated after  satisfactory  completion  of  a 
preliminary  medical  course  not  less  than 
that  required  by  this  article  as  a  condi- 
tion of  license.  It  is  further  provided 
that  any  person  who  shall  be  actively  en- 
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gaged  in  the  practice  of  osteopathy  in  the 
State  of  New  York  on  the  13th  day  of 
May  1907,  and  who  shall  present  to  the 
Board  of  Regents  satisfactory  evidence 
that  he  is  a  graduate  in  good  standing  of 
a  regularly  conducted  school  or  college  of 
osteopathy  within  the  United  States  which 
at  the  time  of  his  or  her  graduation  re- 
quired a  course  of  study  of  two  years  or 
longer,  including  the  subjects  of  anatomy, 
physiology,  pathology,  hygiene,  chemistry, 
obstetrics,  diagnosis  and  the  theory  and 
practice  of  osteopathy,  with  actual  attend- 
ance of  not  less  than  twenty  months,  which 
facts  shall  be  shown  by  his  or  her ' 
diploma  and  affidavit,  shall  upon  appli-  ■ 
cation  and  payment  of  $10  be  granted, « 
without  examination,  a  license  to  prac- 
tise osteopathy,  provided  application  for 
such  license  be  made  within  six  months 
after  the  13th  of  May  1907.  A  license 
;o  practise  osteopathy  shall  not  permit 
the  holder  thereof  to  administer  drugs 
or  perform  surgery  with  the  use  of  in- 
struments. Licenses  to  practise  osteo- 
pathy shall  be  registered  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  this  article  and  the 
word  osteopath  be  included  in  such  reg- 
istration; and  such  license  shall  entitle 
the  holder  thereof  to  the  use  of  the  de- 
gree D.  O.,  or  doctor  of  osteopathy. 

§  174  Penalties  and  their  collection. 
Any  person  who,  not  being  then  lawfully 
authorized  to  practise  medicine  within 
this  State  and  so  registered  according  to 
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law,  shall  practise  medicine  within  this 
State  without  lawful  registration  or  in 
violation  of  any  provision  of  this  article; 
and  any  person  who  shall  buy,  sell,  or 
fraudulently  obtain  any  medical  diploma, 
license,  record,  or  registration,  or  who 
shall  aid  or  abet  such  buying,  selling, 
or  fraudulently  obtaining,  or  who  shall 
practise  medicine  under  cover  of  any 
medical  diploma,  license,  record  or  reg- 
istration illegally  obtained,  or  signed,  or 
issued  unlawfully  or  under  fraudulent 
representations,  or  mistake  of  fact  in  a 
material  regard,  or  who,  after  convic- 
tion of  a  felony,  shall  attempt  to  prac- 
tise medicine,  or  shall  so  practise,  and 
any  person  who  shall  in  connection  with 
his  name  use  any  designation  tending  to 
imply  or  designate  him  as  a  practitioner 
of  medicine  within  the  meaning  of  this 
article  without  having  registered  in  ac- 
cordance therewith,  or  any  person  who 
shall  practise  medicine  or  advertise  to 
practise  medicine  under  a  name  other  than 
his  own,  or  any  person  not  a  registered 
physician  who  shall  advertise  to  prac- 
tise medicine,  shall  be  guilty  of  a  mis- 
demeanor. Any  person  who  shall  prac- 
tise medicine  under  a  false  or  assumed 
name,  or  who  shall  falsely  personate 
another  practitioner  or  former  prac- 
titioner of  a  like  or  different  name,  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  felony.  When  any  prose- 
cution under  this  article,  or  under  sections 
80,    81,    82,    1 142,    1747    of    the  penal 
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law,  and  any  amendments  thereto,  is 
made  on  the  complaint  of  any  incor- 
porated medical  society  of  the  State,  or 
any  county  medical  society  entitled  to 
representation  in  a  State  society,  any 
fines  collected  shall  be  paid  to  the  so- 
ciety making  the  complaint,  and  any  ex- 
cess of  the  amount  of  fines  so  paid  over 
the  expense  incurred  by  the  said  society 
in  enforcing  the  medical  laws  of  this 
State,  shall  be  paid  at  the  end  of  the 
year  to  the  county  treasurer. 
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ADMISSION  TO  MEDICAL  PRACTICE  IN  THE 
STATE  OF  NEW  YORK 

Admission  to  medical  practice  in  the 
State  of  New  York  may  be  granted  by  the 
Regents  in  three  ways : 

1  By  the  issuance  of  a  license  to  a  can- 
didate who  satisfies  all  the  requirements 
for  admission  to  the  licensing  examination, 
and  who  successfully  passes  it. 

2  By  indorsement  of  a  license  earned  on 
examination  in  another  state,  maintaining 
standards  not  lower  than  those  prescribed 
in  this  State,  and  with  which  the  State  of 
New  York  is  in  reciprocal  agreement  to 
indorse  medical  licenses  issued  on  exam- 
ination. 

3  By  indorsement  of  a  license  or  diploma 
earned  in  another  state  upon  standards  not 
lower  than  those  prescribed  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  upon  the  ground  of  conceded 
eminence  and  authority  in  the  profession. 

Explanation  of  the  regulations  and  of 
the  procedure  by  which  candidates  in  each 
of  these  three  ways  are  admitted  to  medi- 
cal practice  follows. 

I   License  on  examination 

All  ^  applicants  for  license  to  practise 
medicine  upon  examination  must  meet 
(a)  the  preliminary  requirement,  (b)  the 
professional  requirement,  (c)  the  licensing 
examination. 
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a  Preliminary  requirement.  The  pre- 
liminary requirement  determines  admission 
to  registered  medical  schools. 

Medical  student  certificate.  The  medical 
student  certificate  is  the  official  evidence  of 
the  fulfilment  of  the  preliminary  require- 
ment. The  advancing  minimum  require- 
ments in  force  with  the  several  dates 
thereof  are  concisely  set  forth  in  the  fol- 
lowing paragraphs : 

1  Prior  to  August  1896.  The  successful 
completion  of  three  years  of  high  school 
work  or  36  counts  in  Regents  academic 
examinations ;  subsequent  to  that  date  four 
years  or  48  counts. 

2  Subsequent  to  February  191 1.  Four 
years  of  high  school  work  or  60  counts  in 
Regents  academic  examinations  (15  counts 
elective,  45  counts  required). 

3  Subsequent  to  January  1,  1913.  Four 
years  of  high  school  work  or  60  counts  in 
Regents  academic  examinations  (10  counts 
elective,  50  counts  required)  including  the 
three  sciences,  biology,  chemistry  and 
physics,  with  conditional  matriculation  no 
longer  permissive. 

4  Subsequent  to  January  1,  1917.  Not 
less  than  one  year  of  instruction  in  a  col- 
lege of  liberal  arts  and  science  after  the 
completion  of  an  approved  four-year  high 
school  course  based  on  eight  years  of  ele- 
mentary preparation.  The  year  of  instruc- 
tion must  be  at  least  15  week-hours  includ- 
ing chemistry  (3),  physics  (3),  biology 
(3),  and  any  two  of  the  three  languages, 
English  (3),  German  (3),  or  French  (3). 
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5  Subsequent  to  January  r,  1918.  Not 
less  than  the  equivalent  of  two  years  of  in- 
struction in  a  college  of  liberal  arts  and 
science  after  the  completion  of  an  ap- 
proved four-year  high  school  course  and 
eight  years  of  elementary  preparation.  The 
two  years  of  college  instruction  must  be 
given  during  at  least  15  week-hours  each, 
and  must  include  chemistry  (3),  physics 
(3),  biology  (3),  English  (3),  and  a 
modern  language  (3)  (French,  German, 
Spanish  or  Italian). 

Special  examination  in  English.  All  ap- 
plicants for  a  medical  student  certificate 
upon  credentials  from  foreign  countries 
other  than  those  in  which  English  is  the 
language  of  the  people,  all  or  any  part  of 
which  are  earned  or  issued  in  said  foreign 
countries,  must  pass  a  special  examination 
in  English.  No  counts  are  granted  in  the 
special  English  examination. 

Completion  of  the  preliminary  require- 
ment. The  medical  student  certificate 
must  be  filed  with  the  medical  school  be- 
fore the  student  begins  the  first  annual 
medical  course  counted  toward  the  degree 
of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine.  Prior 
to  January  1,  1913,  conditions  in  not  more 
than  one  year  of  the  required  preliminary 
education  were  permitted  before  entering 
on  the  second  medical  course. 

Prior  to  January  1,  1921,  all  matriculates 
if  registered  schools  of  osteopathy  must  afford 
evidence  of  the  successful  completion  of  a  four 
/ear  course  in  a  secondary  school  including 
Dne  year  in  physics,  one  year  in  biology  and 
me  year  in  inorganic  chemistry. 
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An  approved  secondary  course.  The 
Regents  have  outlined  an  approved  sec- 
ondary course  preliminary  to  the  college  in- 
struction for  admission  to  medical  schools, 
in  which  the  subjects  printed  in  italics  are 
deemed  essential  to  a  sound  education  and 
should  be  prescribed  for  all  students;  the 
subjects  preceded  by  the  letter  a  should  be 
required  of  all  students  preparing  to  enter; 
professional  schools,  and  the  subjects  pre-' 
ceded  by  the  letter  c  should  be  required  of 
all  students  preparing  to  enter  medical 
schools :

b  Professional  requirement.  The  pro- 
fessional requirement  consists  of  four  sat- 
isfactory courses  of  at  least  seven  months 
each  in  four  different  calendar  years  in 
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medical  schools  registered  by  the  Regents 
as  maintaining  at  the  time  satisfactory 
standards  and  graduation  with  the  degree 
of  bachelor  or  doctor  of  medicine  from  a 
registered  school. 

Acceptance  of  reputable  practice.  The 
Regents  have  defined  and  determined  the 
limits  within  which  five  or  more  years  of 
reputable  practice  may  be  accepted  as  the 
equivalent  for  any  part  of  the  preliminary 
and  professional  requirements  for  admis- 
sion to  the  medical  licensing  examination, 
as  follows : 

a  For  matriculates  prior  to  January  I, 
1897,  in  lieu  of  all  the  preliminary  require- 
ment and  one  year  of  the  professional  re- 
quirement. 

b  For  matriculates  between  January  1, 
1897  and  January  1,  191 1,  in  lieu  of  one 
year  of  the  preliminary  requirement  and 
one  year  of  the  professional  requirement. 

c  For  matriculates  after  January  1,  191 1, 
no  acceptance  of  reputable  practice  for 
any  part  of  either  the  third  or  fourtk 
requirement. 

Combined  baccalaureate  and  medical 
courses.  The  Regents  rule  regarding  the 
combined  baccalaureate  and  medical 
courses  provides  that  a  college  or  univer- 
sity may  be  registered  as  maintaining  a 
satisfactory  standing  for  one  full  year  of 
medicine  when  the  combined  course  for  the 
baccalaureate  and  medical  degrees  is  not 
less  than  seven  years;  and  a  university 
maintaining  a  registered  medical  school 
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may  be  registered  as  maintaining  a  satis- 
factory standing  if  it  shall  confer  academic 
degrees  and  medical  degrees  as  a  result  of 
a  combined  course  covering  six  years,' 
provided  the  diploma  conferring  thd 
academic  degree,  whether  it  be  con- 
ferred at  the  end  of  four  years  or  at 
the  end  of  six  years,  shall  clearly  indiJ 
cate  that  such  degree  is  conferred  as' 
the  result  of  concurrent  courses  cover- 
ing six  years;  but  this  must  in  no  case 
be  construed  to  mean  that  less  than  four 
years'  work  in  subjects  essential  to  a 
liberal  education  will  be  approved  as  the 
basis    of    the    academic  degree. 

An  approved  college  or  university  to  b  j 
registered  as  maintaining  a  satisfactor 
standing  for  one  full  year  of  medicir^J 
must  afford  instruction  in  the  subjects  o 
the  first  year  of  medicine,  namely:  anat-j 
omy,  physiology,  chemistry,  physics,  his- 
tology, embryology  and  bacteriology.  750: 
hours  (450  recitation,  300  laboratory), 
namely :

Comity  of  action  in  the  transfer  of 
students  from  one  professional  school 
to  another.  The  Department  does  not 
consider  a  course  in  a  medical  school 
satisfactory  within  the  meaning  of  the 
medical  law,  section  166,  item  4,  if 
more  than  two  conditions,  one  major 
of  100  hours  and  one  minor  of  50 
hours,  are  allowed  students  for  promo- 
tion from  one  year's  class  to  the  next. 

c  Licensing  examination.  A  candidate 
for  admission  to  the  medical  licensing  ex- 
amination must  pay  a  fee  of  $25,  submit 
evidence,  verified  by  oath  and  satisfactory 
to  the  Department,  that  he  (a)  is  more 
than  21  years  of  age,  (b)  is  of  good  moral 
character,  and  (c)  has  met  the  preliminary 
and  the  professional  requirements  as  set 
forth  above. 

Examinations.  The  examinations  are 
conducted  by  the  Department  and  answer 
papers  are  read  and  marked  by  the  board, 
who  know  the  candidate  only  by  number. 
1  The  subjects  of  the  licensing  examinations 
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are  (i)  anatomy;  (2)  physiology;  (3) 
chemistry;  (4)  hygiene  and  sanitation; 
(5)  surgery;  (6)  obstetrics  and  gynecol- 
ogy; (7)  pathology  and  bacteriology;  (8) 
diagnosis.  The  minimum  standing  re- 
quired in  each  subject  is  75  per  cent. 

Partial  examinations.  An  applicant  19 
years  of  age  certified  as  having  studied 
medicine  not  less  than  two  years,  includ- 
ing two  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least 
seven  months  each,  in  two  different  calen- 
dar years,  in  a  medical  school  registered 
as  maintaining  at  the  time  a  satisfactory 
standard,  may  be  admitted  conditionally 
to  the  examinations  in  (1)  anatomy;  (2) 
physiology;   (3)  chemistry.

II    License  by  indorsement 

Under  this  provision  of  the  statute  the 
medical  licenses  of  the  following  state  ex- 
amining boards,  earned  upon  examinations, 
may  be  indorsed  if  all  other  requirements 
of  the  New  York  statute  have  been  met. 
This  means  that  the  candidate  must  pre- 
sent qualifications  which  actually  entitle  him 
to  admission  to  the  licensing  examination 
in  the  State  of  New  York,  if  his  license 
from  another  state  is  to  be  indorsed.  Such 
candidate  must  pay  the  fee  of  $25.

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III   License  on  approval 

The  Commissioner  of  Education  may  on 
the  approval  of  the  Regents  indorse  the 
diploma  or  license  of  a  physician  from 
another  state  provided  the  applicant  (1) 
has  met  all  the  preliminary  and  profes- 
sional requirements  for  admission  to  the 
licensing  examination  in  this  State;  (2) 
has  been  in  reputable  practice  for  ten 
years;  (3)  has  reached  a  position  of  con- 
ceded eminence  and  authority  in  his 
profession. 

The  Regents  have  denned  "  eminence ' 
and  "  authority "  in  the  following  action : 

Voted,  That  no  physician  should  be  ad- 
mitted to  practice  in  this  State  on  the 
ground  that  he  "  has  reached  a  position  of 
conceded  eminence  and  authority  in  his 
profession,"  unless  it  is  made  to  appear 
that  he  is  deeply  and  broadly  educated; 
that  he  has  made  some  substantial  con- 
tributions to  the  literature  of  the  medical 
profession,  and  that  he  has  been  actively 
related  to  some  phase  of  medical  practice 
for  a  sufficient  time  to  cause  him  to  be 
widely  recognized  by  intelligent  members 
of  the  medical  profession,  as  well  as  by 
considerable  numbers  of  people  who  have 
occasion  to  be  interested  in  the  services 
which  that  profession  renders  to  the  pub- 
lic. Eminence  and  authority,  as  used  in 
this  connection,  must  be  given  a  substan- 
tial and  significant  meaning.  Authority  in 
the  medical  profession  is  not  acquired 
through  a  medical  education  that  is  only 
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ordinary  and  a  practice  that  is  merely 
usual;  and  eminence  in  the  profession  can 
De  acquired  only  through  the  assiduous 
orosecution  of  medical  practice  for  a  con- 
siderable time,  and  through  some  special 
work  that  has  laid  the  profession  under 
some  obligation  to  the  practitioner. 
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Rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners 

The  following  are  the  rules  governing 
the  medical  licensing  examinations  adopted 
by  the  board  and  approved  by  the  Regents.! 

1  The  names  of  the  candidates  and  of 
the  places  where  examined  are  not  to  ap- 
pear on  answer  papers,  but  a  number  that5 
has  been  assigned  to  each  candidate  shall 
be  used. 

2  An  answer  paper  bearing  a  candidate's 
name  or  any  other  designation  which 
would  or  could  reveal  the  candidate's, 
identity,  must  be  forwarded  to  the  secre- 
tary of  the  board,  unrated.  The  secretary; 
shall  thereupon  send  such  answer  paper', 
to  one  of  the  other  members  of  the  board 
for  rating,  making  sure  that  no  evidence 
as  to  the  identity  of  the  candidate  remains 
on  the  answer  paper. 

3  Seventy-five  per  cent  in  each  topic  is 
required  for  a  license. 

4  The  first  examination  may,  as  provided 
and  in  the  subjects  mentioned  therefor  by 
law,  be  taken  in  part  after  two  years'  study, 
and  finally,  after  two  years'  further  study 
in  the  remaining  required  subjects,  and  a 
candidate  who  has  failed  to  pass  in  one 
subject  in  the  first  partial  examination 
may,  if  he  elect,  be  reexamined  in  such 
subject  after  six  months'  further  study,  or 
he  may  defer  this  examination  until  the 
final  examination.  In  the  event  of  a  fail- 
ure to  pass  in  more  than  one  subject  in  a

group  any  reexamination  shall  include  all 
the  subjects  of  that  group. 

5  A  candidate  who  finally  fails  in  his 
first  examination  may  have  a  second  exam- 
ination without  additional  fee.  If  such 
failure  is  in  only  one  subject  of  a  group, 
the  candidate  need  not  in  subsequent  ex- 
aminations be  reexamined  in  the  other  sub- 
jects of  such  group  or  groups. 

6  For  each  examination,  other  than  the 
second,  the  fee  shall  be  twenty-five  dollars 
($25)  ;  and  between  any  examination  in 
which  a  candidate  fails,  and  a  succeeding 
one  which  he  takes,  he  must  faithfully 
pursue  his  studies  for  at  least  six  months 
longer  as  provided  by  law  and  furnish  sat- 
isfactory evidence  thereof  to  the  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners. 

7  A  candidate  whose  rejected  paper  in 
any  subject  has  a  rating  of  60  per  cent  or 
over  may  request  the  Board  of  Medical 
Examiners  for  a  review  of  said  paper. 
This  request  shall  be  in  writing  and  shall 
be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners  within  thirty  days  after 
the  candidate  shall  have  been  notified  of 
his  failure. 

8  A  paper  in  pathology  and  bacteriology 
with  a  rejected  rating  of  70  per  cent  or 
more  shall  be  reviewed  without  awaiting 
an  appeal  from  the  candidate.  All  other 
rejected  papers  in  this  and  other  subjects 
of  which  a  review  has  been  requested  by 
the  candidate  shall  be  reviewed  first  by 
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the  individual  examiner  for  the  subject, 
and,  if  not  passed,  then  by  the  committee 
of  review  for  the  subject,  providing  the 
candidate  requests  it.  If  a  written  appeal 
is  made  from  the  decision  of  the  committee, 
a  majority  of  the  board  shall  make  a  rating 
of  the  rejected  answer  paper  and  its^ rating 
shall  be  final. 

9  Papers  are  to  be  written  on  one  side 
only  and  in  ink. 

10  Answers  must  be  written  on  paper 
supplied  to  the  candidate  by  the  official  in 
charge  of  the  examination.  Answers 
written  on  unofficial  paper  shall  not  be  ac- 
cepted by  the  board. 

11  Each  examiner  shall  make  his  report  | 
of  ratings  in  duplicate,  one  to  be  filed  with  ; 
the  secretary  of  the  board,  the  other  with 
the  Examinations  Division. 

12  Twelve  questions  shall  be  asked  in 
each  of  the  following  topics  or  groups  of 
topics : 

Anatomy  Surgery 
Chemistry  Obstetrics  and  gyne- 

Physiology  cology 
Hygiene   and   sani-    Pathology  and  bac- 
tation  teriology 
Diagnosis 

Candidates  taking  the  licensing  examina- 
tions must  answer  the  first  six  questions  in 
each  group,  except  in  pathology  and  bac- 
teriology, in  each  of  which  subheads  the 
candidate  is  required  to  answer  the  first 
three  questions.  From  the  remaining  ques- 
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tions  in  each  group,  the  candidate  shall 
answer  sufficient  to  make  a  total  of  ten 
answers. 

13  Official  documents  requiring  the  sig- 
nature of  an  officer  or  a  member  of  the 
board  should  be  signed  and  forwarded  on 
the  day  received  and  the  date  of  such  sig- 
nature should  appear  next  to  the  signature. 

14  Licenses  must  be  signed  in  india  ink. 
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Registration  of  medical  schools.  A  school 
of  medicine  may  be  registered  as  maintaining 
a  proper  medical  standard  and  as  legally  in- 
corporated. It  must  have  apparatus  and 
equipment  and  resources  of  $50,000.  It  must 
have  at  least  six  full-time,  salaried  instructors, 
giving  their  entire  time  to  medical  work,  a 
graded  course  of  four  full  years  of  college  work 
in  medicine,  and  must  require  prior  to 
beginning  the  first  year  of  medical  study, 
the  general  education  required  by  the  rules 
of  the  Regents.  It  must  require  candidates 
for  graduation  (1)  to  be  at  least  21  years 
of  age;  (2)  to  be  of  good  moral 
character;  (3)  to  have  studied  medicine 
not  less  than  four  school  years,  including 
four  satisfactory  courses  of  at  least 
seven  months  each,  in  four  different 
calendar  years,  unless  admitted  to  ad- 
vanced standing  on  graduation  from  a 
registered  college  course  which  was  the 
full  equivalent  of  the  first  medical  year. 
The  medical  school  must  require  (1) 
for  admission,  after  January  1,  1918,  not 
less  than  the  equivalent  of  two  years  of 
instruction  in  a  college  of  liberal  arts  and 
science  after  completion  of  an  approved 
four-year  high  school  course  and  eight 
years  of  elementary  preparation.  The  two 
years  of  college  instruction  must  be  given 
during  at  least  15  week  hours  each,  includ- 
ing chemistry  3,  physics  3,  biology  3,  Eng- 
lish 3,  and  a  modern  language,  3,  French, 
German,  Spanish  or  Italian.  (2)  Prior  to 
January  1,  1921,  all  matriculates  of  reg- 
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istered  schools  of  osteopathy  must  afford 
evidence  of  a  general  preliminary  education 
equivalent  to  eight  years  of  elementary 
preparation  and  an  approved  four-year  high 
school  course,  including  one  year  of  physics, 
of  chemistry,  and  of  biology.  (Medical 
and  osteopathic  schools  may  not  matric- 
ulate conditionally  students  deficient  in  any 
part  of  the  preliminary  educational  require- 
ment.) (3)  No  allowance  whatever  may  be 
made  in  the  period  of  study  for  work  not 
done  in  an  accredited  medical  school.  Grad- 
uates in  liberal  arts  and  sciences  (excep- 
tion see  p.  30),  in  dentistry,  in  veterinary 
medicine,  in  pharmacy,  and  from  other  pro- 
fessional and  technical  schools,  under  no 
circumstances  receive  M.  D.  degrees  in  less 
time. 

Any  medical  school  admitting  any  student 
to  instruction  who  has  not  completely  com- 
plied with  the  admission  requirements  shall 
be  forthwith  excluded  from  the  list  of  ap- 
proved schools.

General  totals,  850  hours  each  year 
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Medical  schools  are  registered  by  the 
Regents  on  formal  application  only  and  a 
form  will  be  mailed  on  application  to  the 
Assistant  Commissioner  for  Higher  Edu- 
cation. The  professional  education  re- 
quirement and  the  general  preliminary 
education  requirement  of  the  institution 
must  be  considered  by  him  fully  equivalent 
to  the  requirements  established  by  the 
statute. 

New  York  medical  schools  and  New 
York  medical  students  may  not  be  dis- 
criminated against  by  the  registration  of 
any  medical  schools  out  of  the  State  on 
standards  lower  than  those  required  in 
New  York.  Any  medical  school  that 
matriculates  a  student  who  has  not  com- 
pletely complied  with  the  admission  re- 
quirements must  be  forthwith  excluded 
from  the  list  of  approved  schools. 

A  medical  degree  from  a  registered  in- 
stitution does  not  meet  the  educational  re- 
quirements for  admission  to  the  licensing 
examination.  Evidence  of  preliminary  edu- 
cation as  well  as  evidence  of  the  required 
attendance  at  a  registered  medical  school 
are  essentials  and  forms  will  be  sent  on 
application  to  the  Department.  (Form  E 
for  the  evidence  of  the  preliminary  edu- 
cation, medical  form  2  for  the  professional, 
and  medical  form  I  for  the  applicant.) 

Professional  schools  unable  to  meet  the 
standards  required  by  the  Regents  for 
registration  in  full  shall  be  accredited  by 
the  Department  for  one  or  more  years  of 
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professional  training  as  they  meet  the  re- 
quirements for  admission  and  for  profes- 
sional training  required  by  the  Regents 
standards. 

§  405  Recognition  accorded  accredited 
professional  schools.  Professional  schools 
registered  by  the  Regents  shall  give  the 
work  of  accredited  institutions  no  higher 
recognition  than  that  accorded  such  insti- 
tutions in  the  Department's  accredited  list, 
namely:  (1)  the  successful  completion  of  a 
four-year  course  in  a  professional  school 
accredited  by  the  Department  for  three 
years  shall  be  accorded  three  years'  recog- 
nition only;  (2)  the  successful  completion 
of  a  three-year  course  in  a  professional 
school  accredited  by  the  Department  for 
two  years  shall  be  accorded  two  years' 
recognition  only;  (3)  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  a  two-year  course  in  a  profes- 
sional school  accredited  by  the  Depart- 
ment for  one  year  shall  be  accorded  one 
year's  recognition  only. 

A  registered  school  may  refuse  to  accord 
an  accredited  institution  the  recognition 
given  it  by  the  Department  but  it  may 
not  give  it  any  higher  recognition. 

The  degree  from  a  registered  school  only 
may  be  recognized  for  entering  the  licens- 
ing examination. 

The  following  list,  arranged  by  states, 
contains  the  names  of  institutions  regis- 
tered by  the  Regents  or  accredited  by  the 
Department ;  the  amount  of  credit  that  will 
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be  allowed  for  graduation  from  each  in- 
stitution not  formally  registered  is  given 
in   vears  in   each  case. 

As  used  in  this  list,  the  word  "  regis- 
tered "  refers  to  medical  schools,  colleges,
